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“2016 started out on a bit of an odd note,” an oft-repeated 
(but not particularly funny) joke in the National Capital 
region around this New Year - sarcastically alluding to the 
implementation of Arvind Kejriwal’s odd-even rule in the Capital. 

Jokes apart though, many of the questions raised went like 
this - did he do it for political gain, or just because he felt 
he had to do something? Could it have been implemented 
better? Did it have any impact whatsoever on pollution 
levels? Did the Delhi Chief Minister even fully understand 
the implications considering one of his pleas on the radio 
encouraged people to leave their cars at home and ride their 
bikes to work? After all, everything else being equal, the 
emission standards for cars are far stricter than they are for 
bikes. Moreover, the latter absolutely dwarfs the former in 
terms of absolute numbers. 

At the end of the day though, none of that really matters. 
The greatest impact made by the odd-even rule was the fact 
that it got people to accept that they’re part of the problem 
- and that they can also be a part of the solution. And now 


that the experimental fortnight is over, and our roads are back 
to being unruly parking lots again, people now refer to the 
plan rather fondly as opposed to mockingly. So, yes, Kejriwal 
did gain political mileage - but rightly so I suppose! 

The start of the year has also gotten off to a bit of an odd 
start for the auto industry for other reasons, as they’ve had 
to bear the brunt of a slightly arbitrary ban on diesel vehicles 
over 2.0-litres in engine capacity. They’ve also been instructed 
to meet the Euro VI emission standards by 2020. The industry, 
therefore, is left not knowing whether they should be looking 
to the Supreme Court, the NGT (National Green Tribunal), 
state governments, the Oil Ministry, or the Heavy Industries 
Ministry for direction. At a time when they’ll have to invest 
very heavily in bringing new technologies into the country 
that’s not exactly an ideal scenario. 

That being said, if we all truly want to breathe again, each 
of the stakeholders will have to do whatever they can and 
push the boundaries as much as possible. But let’s not target 
just the auto industry because it’s relatively easy to regulate, 
let’s also tackle the other, and perhaps more serious (but 
harder to pinpoint and control) sources of pollution. The odd- 
even rule has shown that people are willing to do what they 
can. It’s time to harness that energy and push for lasting and 
far-reaching reforms that target the worst polluters. The key 
will be translating the will of the people into political will - 
now that’s a novel idea!

T he odd-even formula, a ban on diesel engines of 
over 2-litres in capacity, and instructions to jump 
straight to BS6 - it’s been an unusual start to 
2016. 

A lot has already been said about Arvind 
Kejriwal’s road-rationing odd-even idea, so I 
won’t ‘pollute’ this space any more. While the debate on the 
level of pollution before-and-after its implementation will go on- 
and-on, one thing is clear — traffic congestion on Delhi’s roads 
certainly went down big time. 

The diesel engine ban for anything over 2-litres is a strange 
one though, and isn’t based on any specific science as such. The 
decision to jump from BS4 to BS6, however, is a good one. While 
the auto industry has been making an incomprehensible buzz of 
countless whispers in response, the government will stick to its 
revised implementation timeframe. 

A few days ago, I engaged in a deep discussion about the Auto 
Mission Plan, the Motor Vehicles Act, policy making, and more 
nerdy stuff with a couple of analysts from a research agency and 
two friends from two different carmakers. All of us shared a wish 
list — each sillier than the other. But there were some hidden 
gems in the tomfoolery. 

Here’s my list. It’s a motoring wish list of sorts — things I’d ideally 
like to see taking shape in 2016. I thought it would be fun to share 
this with you, and ask you to share your wish list with me too. 

I remember this one episode of Top Gear where Clarkson called 
diesel the ‘fuel of Satan,’ and - with it being at the centre of 
many discussions of the wrong kind - diesel might not remain 
the preferred fuel type for too long. The EU has already started 
seeing a gradual shift towards petrol, and scams like the VW 
diesel-gate don’t help matters much either. 

I like petrol engines — they sound better, burn better, and, 
maybe its just me, but they feel better too. I’d like to see a 


stronger shift to petrol engines. Manufacturers are already 
working on new petrol engines, but the move is mostly towards 
small 3-cylinder city-worthy motors. I’d like to see someone get 
serious about doing performance petrol engines. Maruti’s 1 -litre 
Boosterjet will be revealed at the Auto Expo, and it’ll give great 
energy to the Baleno - I’m already considering buying one 
when it launches. And I’d really like Ford to do something 
exciting with its EcoBoost motor, VW to give us even more 
delicious stuff with TSI power, and Honda and Toyota to juice 
out more power from their silky motors. 

I’d like the government to get serious about at least two 
things — one, banning all vehicles, fuel-type notwithstanding, 
which are over 10 years in age (with an exception for classics), 
and second, the scrappage scheme. According to Nitin Gadkari, 
the incentives could vary between 30,000 to 1.5 lakhs. Why 
would anyone scrap a car for that sum, when its better to sell it 
in the used car space at an exponential price? The rewards need 
to swell in value, and come closer to the realistic resale values 
- and the burden should be borne collectively by the 
government and the auto manufacturers. The automakers could 
even run promotional schemes for particular products that 
aren’t doing as well as expected in the market. 

This last bit is more about living a better life. Upgrading the 
existing infrastructure and ensuring that future developments 
happen at a rapid pace - without compromising on quality or 
safety. Lit up streets, last-mile connectivity solutions, increased 
frequency of public transport, realisation by commuters that 
honking doesn’t really serve a purpose, and for folks to practice 
lane-driving. Lastly, we all need to be more responsible road 
users — obey traffic laws and be compassionate towards 
accident victims. 

Too much, you think? Try doing your bit on the road. Trust me, 
it isn’t that difficult and it’ll give you great peace of mind, gja

How does the overage Joe drive something interesting or exotic? Shohwor's 
advice is simple - build it yourself! 


I was riding my motorcycle on the twisty roads at the outskirts 
of Kohima in Nagaland recently, enjoying the brilliant winter 
sun in the afternoon. As I looked in my rearview mirror, I saw 
a strange four-wheeler heading towards me at a rather good 
speed. It was too interesting to simply let it pass. So I pulled 
over, and waved him in. 

Grinning behind the wheel was K.K. Paul Rutsa, an old friend and 
a petrol-head. He’s built an off-road vehicle all by himself, using a 
Polaris as inspiration. Usually, when people with limited resources 
build their own cars, there are normally a bunch of rough edges - but 
this was an exception! 

During one of my recent tours on a Polaris RZR, Paul had driven 
it and simply fell in love with the vehicle. But the astronomical 
price meant that it was way out of reach for him. So he decided to 
build one himself! 

Paul bought a Maruti 800 from a scrapyard, cut off everything, 
except the floor, and built a whole new frame around it. He shifted 
the engine to the rear, which called for a lot of innovations. The 
braking system now has discs all around, the radiator has shifted, 
and steering system had to be changed. 

The tubular frame that he built all around the vehicle is strong, but 
a little heavy. With all the lights and the bull frame, it certainly looks 
tough though. And it’s a fun car. Since it’s a rear wheel driven 
vehicle now, the fun quotient has gone through the roof. Of course, 
the suspension still needs to be reworked to make it more supple. 

I drove the vehicle mostly through a network of off-road sections, and 
I must say that it handles rather well. No one bothered to ask me about 
the papers of the vehicle. But the fact remains that getting papers for a 
home built car such as this a bit of a grey area. The rules say that - as 


long the engine and the chassis of the vehicle hasn’t been tampered 
with - one can retain the original registration of the vehicle. But in an 
overwhelming number of cases, that won’t be the case. 

Wouldn’t it be absolutely fabulous if you could drive around in a 
machine that’s visibly inspired from a Morgan Plus 4, or a Jaguar E 
Type, or any one of those exotic old cars - or have unlimited fun in an 
off-road vehicle like this one? Well, there are people who can easily 
afford to buy these fantastic machines - but I’m not talking about 
them. I’m speaking for the average Joe here - people like me. And, 
dare I say it, the kit car is the answer to our desires and fantasies. 

In the West, there are a whole lot of kit car manufacturers. These 
cars are perfectly road legal. Many sell the whole body shell and all 
the accessories, while others offer a more challenging kit that 
requires the enthusiast to build the car at their own home. 

I wonder why we don’t have such manufacturers or distributors 
in our country. Do the laws forbid it? Or are there not enough 
buyers? On the latter, I wouldn’t think so. If I could drive around in 
something that looks and feels like a Morgan Plus 4 at an affordable 
price, I would certainly consider it. Of course, everyone knows that 
it’s not the real thing but that’s perfectly okay - it isn’t meant to be. 

If only there were some prescribed safety guidelines, or a framework, 
in place, the ingenuity of enthusiasts could really throw up some 
fantastic concepts and innovations. Garage owners are always making 
cars and bikes on their own - contraptions mostly. Paul’s buggy (if we 
can call it that), is a work-in-progress, and I’m sure that it’ll continue to 
evolve and improve - with a bigger engine too I’m told. 

If Paul and his tribe are given a little leeway and 
encouragement, the scenario of home-made cars could take a 
very interesting turn indeed, gn

Korl gets first-hand experience of the perils of texting while driving. From the 
bottom of his heart and the top of his aching spine, he urges you to ignore 
that text till you’ve removed the keys from the ignition. 


A young girl in a Suzuki Swift learned a very valuable 
lesson about driving recently. She wasn’t hurt, but 
the potential for harm was far greater than she gave 
the situation credit for. I witnessed the incident first- 
hand - let me explain. 

I was on my way to visit a colleague. I pulled into 
his driveway and was informed that he wasn’t there. Someone quipped 
that he had probably gone out to grab a coffee quickly before I arrived. 
Early in the morning and deprived of breakfast, I decided to fill the 
void with a naughty visit to McDonalds. I know, cholesterol city, but 
it’s not a habit thankfully. 

So, there I was, trundling down the road in my test car for that 
week - a Renault Captur. I slowed to turn left into the driveway, and 
as I was driving in, time suddenly slowed. The first indication that 
something was wrong was when the car shifted sideways to the 
right. Inertia wanted to keep my body where it was, but that wasn’t 
possible with the car sliding underneath me. It meant my head 
slammed left instantly. The hit was big enough to take out both 
passenger doors and my spine felt the impact - my back is still a bit 
sore, a couple of weeks later. 

The sound is what really gets you. A meld of plastic snapping, metal 
creaking and tyres squealing all at once, the noise is extraordinarily 
loud. The silence afterward, though, is deafening. 

Once the movement of the crash was over and I was sure there was 
nothing else to come, I looked over to my left to see if everyone 
involved was okay. The young girl in the Suzuki Swift mouthed 
“sorry” through the windscreen. 


She had mounted a kerb and hit me virtually square on, and the force 
was enough to buckle her front left wheel. There was no hiding the fact 
that she simply wasn’t paying attention to the road. What’s more 
concerning, though, was that I was in front of her for enough time for her 
to register I was there. And she still didn’t watch the road enough to 
realise I was slowing down. As she pulled her phone off her lap, it 
dawned on me exactly why she wasn’t concentrating. She was 
concentrating on the wrong thing. 

Texting and driving is now in plague proportions all over the world. 

The reason SMS messaging was invented was so that people could 
respond at a time convenient for them. But it seems like it’s now a race to 
see who can answer the quickest. Years ago, you could almost text 
without looking, just by feeling the keypad. But with the advent of 
touchscreen phones, virtual keyboards need to be watched to ensure that 
you don’t send gobbledygook. But here’s the thing - they should only be 
watched when it’s appropriate. And driving is as far from an appropriate 
time as you can get. 

The Captur is now off the road and getting repaired, and I have to fill 
out a tonne of paperwork. Renault have been very good about the whole 
ordeal, but the young lady involved will be getting some interesting 
phone calls from the insurance company. Being hounded to pay for 
significant damage isn’t a great way to start your driving life. And the 
decision to text instead of drive shows not only a lack of forethought, but 
also a lack of responsibility. 

When we’re in charge of a tonne or more of metal, hurtling down the 
road, we need to pay attention. No-one was seriously hurt this time, but 
if we continue to text and drive, there may not be a next time. gjg

Mercedes-Benz GLE 450 AMG Coupe launched 


M ercedes-Benz has become the 

number one luxury car maker in 
India for the 2015 calendar year by 
selling more cars than Audi. And the 
German luxury car giant is taking no respite, 
as the 2016 calendar kicks off with the 
launch of its new GLE 450 AMG Coupe.

FARADY FUTURE REVEALS FFZER01 CONCEPT 



F arady Future has unveiled their 
FFZEROl concept high 
performance electric vehicle at 
the Consumer Electronics Show 
(CES) in Las Vegas. Touted as the ‘Tesla 
Killer,’ this California-based company’s 
sleek electric concept was unveiled at the 
annual Consumer Electronics Show (CES). 
The FFZerol concept uses a ‘quad drive’ 
powertrain, which basically means each 
wheel has an electric motor, and it delivers 
a combined power of l,000bhp. The 
concept can sprint from 0-100 kilometres 
in under three seconds, and has the ability 
to reach 321km/h. The concept is designed 
in a teardrop shape to improve 
aerodynamics. Aero tunnels have been 
incorporated into the design to channel air 
through the vehicle in order to reduce drag 
and cool the batteries. According to the 


design team, the car uses lightweight 
materials and composites. The battery- 
powered FFZerol interior is primarily 
white with a carbon fibre finish. According 
to the company, it also projects 
information over the driver’s line of sight. 
The concept is a single seater, but Faraday 
Future officials have said that there are 
plans to make the functional model a two 
seater. Based on NASA research, the seat 
offers a comfortable, weightless body 
position, and the driver sits at a 45-degree 
angle - which helps in better circulation. 

In terms of safety, this concept has a 
unique Halo Safety System, which is 
integrated with head and neck support as 
well as oxygen and water supply that’s fed 
to the driver through a prototype helmet. 
The system can also gather biometric data 
about its driver. 


YAMAHA MAUGURATES SOLAR 
POWER PROJECT 



Y amaha is supporting the Green 

India Mission - an initiative by the 
Government of India - 
wholeheartedly. The Japenese bike 
maker has just inaugurated a 4,000KW Solar 
Power Project at its Surajpur Manufacturing 
plant. For this project, Yamaha has partnered 
with Amplus Solar for installation, operation 
and maintenance of the Solar Power System.

Solar power cells are very 
environment friendly, they burn no fuel, 
have no moving parts and are maintenance 
free, clean, and silent. According to Yamaha, 
the 4000KW Solar Power Plant will cut 
carbon dioxide emissions by 138,000 metric 
tons and save approximately 10,20,000 
barrels of crude oil annually. 


MAHINDRA SETS UP BIO-CNG PLANT 


T he Mahindra Group has taken 
some big steps to ensure that its 
brand new Bio-CNG plant becomes 
fully operational. The plant is 
located in Mahindra World City, Chennai, 
and is a joint initiative between Mahindra 
Research Valley and Mahindra World City 
Developers Limited. This new eco-friendly 


plant is spread over an area of 1,000 square 
metres, and its main objective is to create a 
carbon neutral ecosystem at the Mahindra 
World City. The plant will be able to convert 
the expected 8 tons of food and kitchen 
waste generated daily into 1,000 cubic 
metres of raw biogas. The raw biogas can be 
augmented to yield 400kg/day of purified 


CNG grade fuel, which is equivalent to a 
200kW power plant. Whats’s even more 
impressive is that 4 tons of organic fertilizer 
will be produced per day as a byproduct, 
and this can be used by farmers. This green 
energy can be effectively used to replace 
CNG as automotive fuel and LPG for cooking 
purposes, as well as to power street lights.

Quattro V10 Plus, the latter variant develops 602bhp of max power @ 8250rpm and 560Nm of 
peak torque @ 6500rpm. The 0 to lOOkm/h sprint is dealt with in 2.7 seconds, and the top 
speed is pegged at 340km/h. Unlike the earlier car, you only get a 7-speed double- clutch 
transmission. Taking the Mercedes-Benz S Guard head on will be the new Audi A8 L 
Security armoured luxo barge. Expect an eye watering price for this one if it's launched. Audi 
will also be showcasing its All-Road Quattro concept at the expo. The company has recently 
confirmed that it'll be building a compact SUV along these lines, badged the Q2.

C hevrolet India will showcase two 
new concept vehicle at the Auto 
Expo. The American brand will 
also be showcasing the new Cruze for 
India, which has become much sleeker 
than the current model.

Triumph will be showcasing the 
new Bonneville at the expo, while it has already 
started taking advance orders for the 
motorcycle in India.

T he Apache RTR 200 4V 
will be powered by a 
197.75 cc 4-stroke, single- 
cylinder, air and oil cooled, 
4-valve, SOHC engine, with an 
output of 20.2bhp at 8,500rpm 
and 18Nm at 7,000rpm.

T he Benelli TRK 502 is an all-new adventure motorcycle, 
which will be previewed at the auto expo. The TRK 502 
is powered by a 499cc, in-line, two- cylinder, liquid- 
cooled engine, developing 46.9bhp of maximum power. 

Meanwhile, the Benelli Tornado 302 was unveiled at the 2015 
Milan Motor Show - and was one of the major highlights of the 
show.

U nveiled at the Detroit 
Motor Show, the new 
Mercedes-Benz E-Class 
will go on sale later this 
year. The new E will 
have cleaner lines, aimed 
at giving the car a classical look - similar 
to its C and S-Class siblings, which 
Mercedes believes is dictated by both 
tradition and category. But, when it 
comes to the interiors, the cockpit takes 
pride of place with interesting innovations 
that could set new benchmarks. For 
example, the new E-Class is the first car 
to be equipped with two touch pad 
systems integrated into the spokes of the 
steering wheel. The driver just needs to 
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scroll his thumb vertically and 
horizontally to control the on-board 
operations - much like how we ‘swipe’ 
on a smartphone - while keeping his or 
her hands on the wheel. The car also 
features a central touch pad - a mouse 
essentially - and responds to voice 
commands. The continuous screen, which 
takes up more than two-thirds of the 
dashboard, features two 12.3-inches 
contiguous screens. 

The ambient lights feature a choice of 64 
colours, and there are 23 speakers - four 
of which are placed on the ceiling to 
generate 3D surround sound, like that of a 
concert hall. Both these features contribute 
to create a high degree of luxury inside the 
car. The research undertaken by Mercedes 
on semi-autonomous driving also reaches 
its peak in the E-Class. To activate the 
Lane Change Assist, which is part of the 
Drive Pilot system, all you have to do is 
hold the indicator stalk for just over two 
seconds in order to make 
the car steer and overtake 
on its own. The 
technology has been 
approved by the German 
government, but 
Mercedes is waiting for 
approval from the EU. 


AUDI A5 
EVOLVES 


Defined by its creator, master designer Walter De 
Silva, as "the most beautiful car I have ever 
designed,” the Audi A5 is slated to change. But 
instead of completely reinventing the A5 design, 
Audi has decided to stick with an evolution of the 
original design.

the XC90. But after 
ownership of the Swedish

It turned out to be a 
masterstroke, with Volvo being swamped 
with 80,000 orders against an initial 
estimate of 50,000 units. The rush for the 
XC90 boosted Volvo's sales graph 
northwards. The company, which had 
been in dire straits not too long ago. 


began to rake in profits that grew 
exponentially in the first half of 2015. 
Volvo's goal is to take the operating 
margin from 1.5% in 2014 (2.2% in the first 
half of 2015) to an 8-10%, which is the 
typical margin for the premium brands.

407bhp, has also been confirmed. The S90 
replaces the current S80 at the top of 
Volvo's sedan line-up. At 4,963mm, the 
S90 is longer than the S80 by 110mm, 
while the width goes up from the S80's 
1,860mm to 1,890mm. But the S90 is 50mm 
lower in height (slightly over 1,440mm). 
The wheelbase, however, remains 
unchanged at 2,941mm. These dimensions 
will keep the Swedish model competitive 
in a segment populated by the Audi A6, 
BMW 5 Series and Mercedes E-Class. A 
long wheelbase version for North America 
and some Eastern markets could give the 
S90 a fighting chance to position itself in 


the same league as the Audi A8, BMW 7 
Series and the Mercedes S-Class. The SPA 
platform's flexibility has made it possible 
for Thomas Ingenlath (Vice President of 
Design) to move the front wheels a bit 
forward, reducing the overhang, pushing 
the interior a bit further back, and 
stretching the profile to give it a form 
similar to that of a coupe - this a form 
language that all the upcoming Volvo 
sedans will share in future. Compared to 
the conservative style of the S80, the S90 
is more daring without rejecting the 
brand's style philosophy.

He has to be the man of 
the season - the ferryman 
between the cold winter 
of Ford ownership and the 
unknown situation of a 
Chinese spring.

Peter Mertens (Research 
and Development). Not 
surprisingly, there's a 
large presence of Chinese 
shareholders in the Board 
of Directors (chaired by 
the President of Geely, Li 
Shufu), who act as a 
conduit between the 
investors and the 
company - which is very 
similar to Tata-owned 
Jaguar Land Rover. In 
fact, the Chinese 
management has 
demonstrated the 
utmost respect for the 
history and expertise of 
Volvo. 
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The 'Thor's Hammer' 
headlights are a real 
blessing. Having such a 
strong distinctive element 
allows more freedom on 
other fronts.

T-shaped LED elements that Volvo calls 
'Thor's hammer' are complemented by a 
concave grid rather than a convex one. 

The Scandinavian design is expressed in 
the disarming simplicity of the inserts 
made of light wood, the gear knob made 
of crystal, a careful use of chrome, the 
sculpted seats, and the absence of buttons. 
All the controls are centralized on a big 
and extremely sensitive touch screen. In 
this S90, Volvo has pushed further in the 
areas of autonomous driving and collision 
avoidance. The Pilot Assist system works 


at speeds of up to 130km/h and can guide 
the car solely via lane markings without 
having to lock onto the car ahead. In 
addition, Volvo's City Safety system can, 
for the first time, recognize and react to 
large animals as well as pedestrians, 
cyclists, and other vehicles, and activate 
automatic braking if needed. 

The S90 is the second stage of the renewal 
process for Volvo that started in 2010, 
when Geely bought the company. In the 
five years since Volvo changed hands, it 
has attracted $12 billion dollars worth of

investment. Even so, it was difficult to set 
the S90 project rolling, because 80% of the 
50,000 S90's that Volvo plans to produce 
have to be sold to customers that now 
belong to Audi, BMW and Mercedes. But 
IHS Automotive analysts are quite 
optimistic, with S90 sales expected to be 
over 54,000 units in 2017 - which could 
swell to an abundant 65,000 in 2020 (the 
best year of the S80 was 2007, with 40,000 
global deliveries). However, even with 
taking the station wagon into account, the 
commercial performance of the S90 / V90 
won't even get close to its German rivals. 
But this hasn't stopped the Volvo 
management from putting in place an 
ambitious production capacity that would 
touch 800,000 units by the end of the 
decade. By that time the XC90 will already 
have become the veteran of the range. The 
restyling of the V40 hatchback is expected 
this year. Between 2017 and 2019, it'll be 
the turn of the new generation of medium 
and small size vehicles - with the debut 
of the CMA platform. These will be 
followed by pure electric models, which 
could very well show off an unusual 
design. iSSU 


Obsessive about safety, Volvo has very 
clear ideas about the developments in 
autonomous driving. No radical steps, 
but an evolution and a proliferation of 
the existing driver assistance systems 
that could be grouped in an optional 
package. In short, the customer can 
choose if he or she wants to equip their 
Volvo with the capacity of fending for 
itself in certain situations and 
conditions (traffic, highway, etc.) and 
temporarily abdicating the role of 


driver to the vehicle. The cars interior 
will then see a profound change 
because the cockpit will have to be 
transformed to a comfortable 
environment in which the driver can 
relax or work. With the Concept 26 (in 
the picture above), Volvo focuses on 
the seats and on the instrument panel 
and announces its readiness, as a 
manufacturer, to take full responsibility 
for whatever goes into the making of 
an autonomous car.

The 125cc scooter party is getting bigger by the day, and Mahindra has 
brought in another guest. So we took the new Gusto 125 out for a spin 
to see if it can dance.

T he scooter market in India 
is doing extremely well, 
and consumers are doing 
even better - since they’re 
spoilt for choice. They can 
now chose between a 
number of options that offer added power 
without losing out on practicality. Honda has 
the Activa, Suzuki has the Access, and Vespa 
has, well, the Vespa 125. And even though 
Mahindra already has the Rodeo Uzo 125, 
they’ve decided to update the Gusto with a 
125 cc engine - and first impressions are 
that it’s quite a good product. 

The original Gusto is a good place to 
start, since it comes with some fantastic 
features that no other scooter offers - 
such as a remote flip key, seat height 
adjustment, find-me lamps, guide lamp, 
and convenient storage spaces. Even the 
design is more or less the same as the 
original Gusto, but the new additions are a 
new front apron with honeycomb meshed 
louvres, and some new dual-tone paint 
jobs. YouTl also find a chrome finish on the 
brake levers, handlebar, logo, engine cover 
strips, and silencer guard. On the whole, 
it's a good design that makes the scooter 
look modern and fresh. 




The engine is a nicely tuned 124. 6cc, 4 
Stroke, Air Cooled M-TEC engine, and the 
engineers seem to have done a good job 
to make it smooth and refined. The engine 
produces 8.5bhp and lONm of torque. 
When you get on the Gusto and start 
it, you begin to appreciate how smooth 
it sounds. Once you twist the throttle 
and are on your way, you're even more 
appreciative of the initial acceleration that 


" it provides. It's quite nice initially, but the 
: mid-range does seem to struggle a little 
bit - however, this could well be because I 
^ probably weigh more than the scooter. But 
l the engine is smooth, the throttle response 
I is on point, and it picks up speed well. 
Another point to notice about the engine 
is that once you get past the mid-range 
the bike reaches its top speed of 80km/h 
very easily - and it doesn't feel strained or

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jittery at all at that speed. 

Once on your way, the lightness of the 
bike and its wonderful suspension will 
also impress. We rode it on the hilly roads 
of Lavassa and the bike took on whatever 
came its way. The front telescopic forks, 
and the conventional single hydraulic coil 
spring shock absorber at the rear, together 
with the 12-inch tyres, work beautifully to 
provide great riding dynamics. The ride 
quality is nice and comfort levels are good. 

Expectantly, the overall quality and 
the fit-and-finish aren't on par with the 
Japanese scooters that rule our roads - but, 
as a new 125cc product, the Gusto 125 is 
very respectable. Mahindra has done a great 
job with the engine, and the impressive ride 
quality makes the scooter very usable on a 
daily basis. What's crucial, though, is that 
the Gusto 125 be priced slightly lower than 
the Activa 125 if it wants to draw in new 
customers to the brand. EE3

he Forty Eight is perhaps the most 
gnarly and bad-ass sportster from 
Harley-Davidson - and it's been 
quite successful globally, as well as 
in the Indian market. It's not your everyday 
Harley though, as it's unique in its own way. 
The Forty Eight is small and compact, but its 
design is so beautiful that it has phenomenal 
road presence - not to mention the fact that it 
sounds like a beast. The chunky tyres and the 
peanut fuel tank, together with its retro 
detailing, and the dual chrome exhaust 
placed together on one side of the bike make 
it look both muscular and sporty. 

We first tested the bike in 2011, just as it was 
launched in the Indian market, and we rode it 
all across Rajasthan on some phenomenal 
highways. Unfortunately, we soon realized 
that the Forty Eight just wasn't meant to be a 


laid-back highway cruiser. The fuel tank is a 
measly 8 litres, and you'll be lucky to cover 
just 100 kilometers on a single tank. The 
riding position isn't subtle either - or 
comfortable for that matter - on long rides, 
since it's pretty aggressive. Then there are the 
violent vibrations from the engine, which 
make a long ride a grueling task. Nope, the 
Forty Eight is more of a city bike that will take 
you from point A to point B in style and offer 
you loads of fun. 

The bike sits very low to the ground, and so 
do the handlebars. So, when you're seated in 
the saddle, you're actually leaning forward. 
The engine is also wonderfully tuned and 
offers 96Nm of torque from its l,202cc V-twin. 
And it pulls forward with a massive thrust of 
power. The throttle response is so quick, and 
the bike accelerates with such ease, that you 
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find yourself holding on extra tight so you 
don't get blown off the seat. 

So what are the upgrades to this Forty Eight? 
Well, there aren't many. The design is 
untouched, except for some added chrome and 
the use of cast wheels over the spokes in 
previous models. The engine and transmission 
are the same, and so are much of the other 
mechanical components. What has changed 
slightly is the riding dynamics of the bike. The 
biggest change is the new suspension, which 
includes wider front forks that are now 43mm 
- very big for this segment (they're still 
standard telescopic forks though). The 
suspension felt like it had significantly more 
travel than before, but according to the 
numbers they're actually the same as the 
previous model. The rake angle has also been 
decreased, and the handling has been affected 
in a positive way. So you can now make sharp 
turns and U-turns more easily. 

Many customers around the world weren't 
too happy with the super stiff suspension, and 
so Harley-Davidson decided to change that. In 
fact, the entire Sportster range of bikes have 
undergone a similar change to the suspension. 
The Forty Eight does feel like its suspension 
has improved a bit, but for our Indian roads - 
especially the city - it's still a tad too stiff. 

The seat of the bike has also been changed, 
and is now much softer with better padding. 
Together, with the better suspension, the new 
Forty Eight is definitely a bit more 
comfortable to ride. But it's still not going to 
be a fun highway cruiser - the city is where it 
works best. It's still a mighty fun bike to ride, 
and is quite affordable. So, if you're looking 
for a Harley that's raw American muscle, 
tough, stylish and still relatively practical for 
the city, this updated Forty Eight will 
certainly interest you. ^23

S ome say that if you get stung by a 
big scorpion, you don't have much 
to worry about. It's the little ones 
you need to be careful of. It's a 
similar story with the Abarth 595 
Competizione. It doesn't look intimidating, but 
if you poke it with a stick it will sting you! 

In a small tiny shell that's only 3.6 
metres long, 1.6 metres wide, and under 
1.5 metres tall, the mechanics of Fiat's 
Abarth performance division have bolted 
in a 160bhp, 1.4 litre turbocharged 
4-cylinder T-Jet engine. This yields a 


0-100km/h time of 7.6 seconds and 
a top speed of 209km/h. 

From the outside, any Fiat traditionalist 
will tell you, "it's not a 500, it's not nearly 
small enough." That's true when compared 
with the original, but due to modern 
regulations the proportions have to meet 
certain criteria - and, personally, I find 
nothing wrong with it. I just love the way 
this tiny little thing looks. And you can tell 
that the designers tried everything thing 
they could to make the car look as close to 
the original as possible - and, for the most 
part, they've managed to pull it off. The 
front looks almost identical to the original - 
except beefier to accentuate the 


performance it delivers. 

The cabin isn't too intimidating though, and 
seems quite basic with manual climate control. 
But what's interesting is that instead of a gear 
lever, you get 4 buttons - Reverse, 1st, 
Automatic / Manual and Neutral. The cabin is 
quite spacious for a small car, and you get hip- 
hugging Sabelt racing style seats at the front. 
Though they offer an immense amount of 
support and are quite comfortable, they're 
quite hard - which could prove to be a bit of a 
pain (literally) on long drives. 

Driving the 595 on the road. I'll admit, 
can get a bit frustrating because the 
suspension setup is quite firm. So you tend 
to rock about on our uneven roads, and the 
5-speed AMT does get flustered 
occasionally when you're driving through

traffic. But find an open road, and there are 
only a handful of things in the world that 
can excite you as much as the 595 - but only 
if you know how to drive it! The trick, with 
an AMT, is to lift your foot briefly off the 
accelerator when you're changing gears. 
Most people would just put their foot down, 
and tap the paddle on the right - following 
which the car responds with a shudder and 
struggles to change gear because the engine 
is still revving. To drive it quick, push the 
big button that says 'Sport/ lift off the 
throttle, flip the left paddle to change gear 
down and floor it. And every time you have 
to change up, lift off the throttle, hit the 
right paddle, and floor it again. If you do 
this correctly, you won't lose power or 
momentum, and you can really feel the 
acceleration. 

Repeat this process until you're satisfied, 
and when you're done introduce the 595 to a 
few corners. Gather a little bit of bravery, foot 
hard on the brakes, and turn it in. The 17" 
P-Zero Pirellis simply offer an immense 
amount of grip, and the hydraulic steering 
gives you so much feedback - frankly, the 
only word to describe this feeling is 'funny.' A 
car this tiny with this much power that 
handles this well can only come from the 
Italians. This little thing just devours corners 
- nothing else even comes close. A word of 
caution though - under hard braking from 
high speeds, the car can get a little twitchy. 
But that just adds to the fun. Yes, the rear 
seats might be a little cramped, the ride might 
be a bit too hard, and the gearbox a little 
finicky, but you just don't care. It's a really fun 
car to drive, and that's all that matters. But 
does it justify the price tag? Well, I guess that 
depends on the size of your wallet. . . EE3

FERRARI FI2 TDF 

A limited edition F12 coupe is Moronello's tribute to 



T he Tour de France was an 
endurance road race run 
between 1899 and 1986. It 
was dominated by Ferrari in 
the fifties and sixties. In the 
1950s especially, the Ferrari 
250 series of sports cars was virtually 
unchallenged in the GT category - winning 
four consecutive Tour de France titles 
(from 1956 to 1959). For racing 
aficionados, Ferrari had become 
synonymous with the Tour de France. 

Today, that parallel is back in the form of 
a new car - the FI 2 TDF, with TDF being a 
reference to the ‘Tour de France.’ Based on 
the already formidable FI 2, the new car has 
been significantly revised in terms of 
chassis, engine and aerodynamics - with 
innovative solutions such as a rear-wheel 
steering, which Ferrari says increases turn- 
in response and high-speed stability, while 
reducing oversteer, all in that everlasting 
quest for maximum performance. 

At Ferrari’s Fiorano test-track, when 


you’re faced with a tight curve, the 
immediate instinct is to approach the limit 
progressively. But the physics of the FI 2 
TDF’s rear-wheel steering system suggests 
an infinite amount of grip. The FI 2 TDF is a 
car that requires you to adapt to its 
responses, rather than the other way around. 

You simply need to trust the car, and 
build your speed without fear. Halfway into 
a corner, the VI 2 that generates 769bhp is 
the protagonist - the soundtrack makes it 
seem even more powerful. Even in Race 
mode though, it all seems quite manageable 
thanks to the impressive electronics. The 
driver merely has to think about his or her 
steering input - because ever degree of 
steering input is transmitted down to the 
road. As you wind down the steering at the 
exit of a corner, your focus switches back to 
the V12 - which redlines at 8,900rpm. To 
add to the ferocity of the engine response, 
the gear ratios have been shortened - so the 
shove in the back when exiting a corner is 
akin to being hit by a freight train.

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With the KUV100, Mahindra is targeting a segment that it's never 
ventured into before. The question is, with intense competition 
from o range of strong products, is the KUV unique enough to 

appeal to the Indian customer?

I n the automotive world, venturing into a 
new product segment is always a big ask 
for most manufacturers. To be 
successful, getting the product right is 
just one of the few challenges that the 
company needs to focus on. Along with that 
come the larger challenges of brand 
positioning, pricing - which is perhaps the 
most crucial component for most products in 
the Indian market - and, of course, there’s 
always the competition to reckon with. Now, 
Mahindra has been in the game long enough 
to figure out these things, but the whole 
gamut of the challenges change when you’re 
trying to shoehorn your way into a segment 
dominated by the two largest manufacturers 
in the country - Maruti-Suzuki and Hyundai. 

Apologies for the early spoiler, but most of 
you would have figured out by now that the 
KUV100 is not so much a compact-SUV as 


much as it is a small hatchback enhanced to 
resemble a crossover. Fortunately, this is 
rightly reflected in the extremely competitive 
pricing announced by M&M. 

Of course, the KUV does benefit from one of 
the biggest plusses that comes from having a 
crossover - and that’s increased ground 
clearance. At 170mm, the KUV is more than 
capable of handling a majority of the roads in 
our country. And, at first glance, there are a 
number of things that work in its favour. The 
design features distinct curves on the front, 
rear, and sides, and you can see a clear 
resemblance to the XUV500 from certain 
angles. However, while the design might be 
eye-catching - especially in the bright orange 
and red hues of our test cars - it is a bit hit- 
and-miss when you look at it purely from a 
design point of view. Some aspects of the car 
work well, such as the front end with its 


aggressive nature, but the swooping rear-end, 
especially when viewed from the rear three- 
quarter angle, can look quite frumpy. However, 
the one aspect where you have to hand it to 
the designers is in the fact that the KUV’s 
design is distinct - and you won’t confuse it 
for anything else on the road. 

But perhaps the most striking aspect of the 
KUV is on the inside. Off late, we’ve seen 
Mahindra seriously raise its game when it 
comes to the cabin layout and quality of its 
products - which was a weak point for the 
brand previously. And, like the TUV300, the 
KUV too comes with interiors that are well 
designed and have pretty good quality 
materials. The plastics quality, the switchgear, 
and general fit-and-finish is of a good quality 
and is certainly competitive for the segment 
being targeted. An interesting aspect is the 
floating dashboard design, which means that 



the front floor of the car doesn’t have any part 
of the dashboard interfering with the available 
space. This has been done to accommodate a 
third passenger in the front. And, as far as 
interior space is concerned, the front is 
actually quite spacious - the extra width 
comes in handy here. Of course, legroom for 
the front middle seat is quite limited due to the 
dashboard design - but, if absolutely needed, 
it is possible to fit three abreast. It even comes 
with a seatbelt for the third passenger! The 
rear is also fairly spacious for the size of the 
car, but people over six-feet tall might find 
legroom to be a little scarce. The KUV also has 
a deep boot, with a rated capacity of 243 -litres. 

However, the biggest advancement for 
Mahindra comes in the form of the platform 
and running gear of the KUV. Featuring a 
brand new monocoque chassis, the KUV has 
been designed from the ground-up to be a 
refined on-road vehicle - Mahindra’s previous 
experience with the XUV’s platform coming in 
handy here. As a result, the KUV is fairly well 
balanced on the road - its wide stance giving it 
quite a planted feel, even at high speeds. 

Given the limited nature of our drive at the 
Mahindra test track at their Pune factory, we 
couldn’t really explore the dynamic abilities of 
the car. But from what we could gather, the 
KUV certainly feels stable at high speed. The 
ride too seems to be pretty good at medium-to- 
high speeds. When pushed hard, of course, it 


ultimately resorts to understeer. The KUV also 
features ABS as standard fit on all versions, 
and the brakes work quite well - with the car 
braking in a straight line, and the ABS kicking 
in quite aggressively when needed. We’ll be 
able to get a better feel for the overall driving 
dynamics of the KUV100 when we get our 
hands on the car in the coming weeks on 
public roads. But, based on first impressions, 
the KUV does offer a fair bit of promise. 

The other highlights are the new engines - 
with both the petrol and diesel engines being 
brand-new units of 1.2-litre displacement. 
Being a new line-up, they also feature the 
latest technological innovations. The petrol 
unit features 4 valves per cylinder, all- 
aluminium construction, and dual variable- 
valve timing. As a result, the petrol engine 
produces 82bhp and 115Nm of torque, while 
offering a claimed fuel efficiency of 18.15km/l. 
The diesel engine, on the other hand, features 
an aluminium head, along with common-rail 
direct injection, and produces 77bhp and 
190Nm of torque. Both engines are mated to a 
brand-new 5-speed manual gearbox. 

When driving the KUV, the thing that’s 
evident with both engines is that both units 
feel like well engineered, modern units that are 
refined, linear in their power delivery, and 
respond well to throttle inputs. The five-speed 
‘box shifts quite well, and the dashboard 
mounted gear lever position quickly becomes 


second nature as its falls naturally to hand - 
more so in the six-seater version, where the 
front armrest becomes a natural resting place 
for the driver’s left arm. Another first for 
Mahindra with the KUV is the electrically 
assisted steering, and this is one area in which 
the KUV has come in for some criticism. My 
initial thought was that it was well setup, but 
we’ll have to reserve judgement until we get to 
spend more time with the KUV. 

So, while our first test drive of the KUV100 
was fairly restricted at Mahindra’s own test 
track, there are a few things that immediately 
become apparent. One, the new monocoque 
structure, as well as the fresh running gear, feels 
very competitive for the segment it’s targeting. 
In fact, it seems like the most modern chassis 
and drivetrain combination that Mahindra has 
produced yet - and it certainly feels the most 
balanced, as both engines are well suited to the 
size and weight of the car. Secondly, the interior 
- and especially the space management - has 
been executed quite well, which certainly adds 
to the appeal of the car. Third, the pricing of the 
KUV - ranging from ^4.45-5.99 lakhs for the 
petrol version and ^5.25-6.84 lakhs for the 
diesel - is very competitive and offers an 
extremely good value proposition. And, lastly, 
with its unique looks, it does offer a distinct 
appeal when compared with a crowd of me-too 
hatchbacks - and that in itself might be the big 
clincher for the company! S3

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For years, the Yamaha FZ-S has been the nicest Looking and 
best performing machine in the 150cc segment, but now there's 
a new kid in town - and it's threatening to unseat the thus far 
unchallenged King of the segment. 


HONDA CB HORNET 160 vs YAMAHA FZ-S 




O ne of my favourite movies of all 
time is Zoolander. If you haven't 
seen it, then you're missing out 
on one of the most hilarious 
movies ever - where Hollywood stars Ben 
Stiller and Owen Wilson mercilessly make 
fun of the fashion and modelling industry. 
Stiller plays an older model that who has 
won every award for years, but he suddenly 
loses his popularity when a new and 
younger model, played by Wilson, comes in 
and steals his thunder. I don't know why, 
but that plotline just reminded me of these 
two motorcycles - the Yamaha FZ-S and the 
Honda CB Hornet 160. 

You see, for years now the Yamaha FZ-S - 
which is now the FZ-S Version 2.0 - has been 
the best looking and best performing 150cc 
motorcycle in the country. In fact, the FZ-S 
was the pioneer of good looking small 
capacity naked bikes. Since it was introduced 
in 2008, there hasn't been a need for a major 
update - and there hasn't been a new 
motorcycle in that segment which comes 
close to it in terms of its contemporary and 
aggressive design. Until now! 

Honda launched the CB Hornet 160 in 
December 2015, and the bike certainly 
looks very special. The Hornet is longer 
and wider than the FZ-S, but it has a 
shorter wheelbase. The silhouette, or

profile, of both bikes are almost identical - 
but the Honda just looks a little more 
stylish. The headlights of both bikes are 
virtually identical, and the mid-section 
and exhausts are also similar. But it's the 
attention to detail in the Hornet that makes 
it stand out just a little bit more. First of all, 
the rear tyre is a little bigger than in the 
FZ-S, and the fuel tank gets large side 
fairings that make the body of the bike 
seem bigger. Then there is the 'X' shaped 
LED taillight, and the intelligently 
designed 'sari' guard, which actually looks 
good - I'm not kidding. 

Another interesting styling feature is that 
Honda has a very short mud guard on the 
rear tyre, so you get to see the entire tyre - 
and this adds to the sportiness of the bike. 
They've also fitted a longer mud flap under 
the taillight. The top-end variant we had 
gets rear disc brakes, which are absent in 
the FZ-S. Then the handlebars are shorter 
and little higher - very similar to the 


handlebars you would find on those 
'monkey bikes' that Honda is famous for. 
Finally, it seems that the Honda makes 
better use of its components and has 
slightly better build quality. 

So, the Hornet is definitely the new style 
king in the market, but does it also 
perform better? Well, the short answer is 
no. While the Hornet gets a larger capacity 
engine, in the form of an air-cooled 162. 7cc 
unit with 15.5bhp and 14.7Nm, it doesn't 
perform better than the 149cc air-cooled 
unit in the Yamaha. The FZ-S, although 
has a lower power output of 13bhp and 
12.8Nm of torque, still feels more refined 
and even sounds better. Surprisingly, the 
initial acceleration of both bikes is roughly 
the same. You begin to feel the additional 
power in the Hornet once you're past 
50km/h in third gear with the throttle 
pulled all the way down, and then of 
course it pulls ahead of the FZ-S. The 
Hornet just has a little bit more power, 
while the FZ-S is smoother. But there are 
other aspects where the Hornet just 
doesn't feel as good as the Yamaha. 

The clutch is too light in the Hornet, and 
the handlebars are much closer to your 
body. Overall, it's a much more aggressive 
riding position with the foot pegs are also 
placed further behind your knees. It feels a 
little cramped and takes getting used to. 
Then the transmission doesn't feel like it's 
built as well as in the Yamaha. In the FZ-S, 
gear changes are crisp and clean - but the 
Hornet doesn't feel as precise, and the foot 
lever on our test bike seemed a little loose. 
Both bikes use a telescopic and monoshock 
suspension, but the FZ-Z absorbs surface 
change better. The FZ-S is also 10 kilograms 
lighter, and because the riding position is 
more relaxed you can handle it better in 
traffic - I noticed that it's especially easier to 
make U-turns in the FZ-S. The brakes in the 
Honda are a bit better though, but you need 
to press down with some force. 

On the whole, the FZ-S still feels like a 
better overall machine - it just lacks the top- 
end power that the Hornet has. It's more 
comfortable and easier to handle with a 
better ride quality. But the Hornet looks new 
and fresh, and it's just as aggressive as the 
FZ-S. So just like in the movie Zoolander, 
there's no winner. In the end, both the male 
models become best friends.

TOUGH

Ever since its Launch a few 
months ago, the Mahindra 
TUV300 has been rhaking all 
the right noises. So we decided 
to unleash this brawny SUV onto 
the segment Leader, the Ford 
EcoSport, to see if it can muscle 
its way to the top. 


■ 
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I n 2013, Ford changed the outlook and 
perception for SUVs, as they launched a 
sub-4 metre compact crossover - the 
EcoSport, which was an instant runaway 
success. Sure, initially, they didn't have enough 
vehicles to match the demand. But, as the 
EcoSport was one of the most anticipated 
urban SUVs in a long time, many patiently 
waited for delivery. It's been three years now, 
and the EcoSport still sells in pretty decent 
numbers. But the reason for this could also be 


the lack of competition. Now Mahindra tried 
to steal Ford's thunder once before, by 
launching the Quanto in 2012 - but their 
'compact SUV' was nothing more than a pint 
size Xylo. Not surprisingly, it bombed in the 
market. So, with the sub-4 metre utility 
segment becoming Mahindra's Waterloo, they 
went back to the drawing board, played to 
their strengths, and came out with the rugged 
TUV300. Now the 'Tough Utility Vehicle' is 
expected to give the EcoSport some serious 


competition, but does Mahindra have a 
segment leader on their hands? 

Ford have kept their 'golden goose' updated, 
whether it's through their Sync infotainment 
system or by making small tweaks to the 
exterior. The 2016 model gets some additional 
tweaks, both inside and out, but first let's talk 
about the new 1.5-litre diesel engine that made 
its debut in the Figo Aspire compact sedan. 

The new powerplant is a gem, and now gives it 
an additional 9bhp boost - increasing its total 
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output to 99bhp. The previous engine suffered 
from turbo lag, especially at slow speeds, but 
now the EcoSport doesn't face that problem. 
The new engine has a linear, but much 
improved, pick up. And it also feels smoother 
and more refined. With better insulation 
materials, the Ford's cabin feels less noisy - 
even when you're keeping the revs up. But, at 
high speed, the powerplant does feel strained. 
As before, it's mated to a 5-speed manual 
transmission and there's still no sign of a diesel 


automatic - which could propel EcoSport sales 
further. The electronic power steering lacks 
any sort of feedback and feels feather light. 
This is the new school of thought for Ford, 
because it makes their cars a lot easier to 
manoeuvre - especially during parking - but 
not quite as driver-oriented as they used to be. 

Mahindra's first compact SUV project 
might have been a hurried one, but the TUV 
is a well thought out SUV. Its strongest point 
is the 1.5-litre, 3-cylinder diesel engine that 


produces 84bhp. Usually 3-cylinder engines 
are unrefined, but M&M has added a dual- 
stage turbocharger that ensures better 
responsiveness and acceleration. At low revs, 
the 1.5-litre packs a punch, which translates 
into fairly good driverability in slow traffic. 
The trouble starts when you get deeper into 
the rev range, as the TUV runs out of steam 
quite quickly. The TUV comes with an AMT 
as well, but our test car had a 5-speed 
manual transmission - which was notchy 
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and heavy when compared to the EcoSport. But it's not 
vague and slots in well. It's also equipped with a micro- 
hybrid stop-start system. Eco mode saps all of its power, 
but it does return better fuel economy figures. 

If you take a closer look at these two SUVs, you find out 
very quickly that they're virtually chalk and cheese. The 
EcoSport is based on a monocoque chassis, while the TUV 
swears by its ladder frame chassis. The Ford is the better 
handler of the two, thanks to the chassis of course - but 
also because it's 300 kilograms lighter than the M&M. The 
main purpose of the EcoSport is to provide an alternate to 
customers who would ordinarily opt for a sedan or 
premium hatchback. Therefore, it drives like a car and sails 
through corners. The TUV, on the other hand, is also 
focused on urban customers - but it's far more rugged. 

And so, when the TUV encounters potholes, the occupants 
are immediately aware of its predicament - since the 
ladder frame immediately transmits the sensation back 
into the cabin. On the whole, though, the TUV is actually 
quite refined for daily use. Sure, the handling is no match 
for the Blue Oval but the Mahindra will surprise you with 
just how easy to drive and livable it really is. 

On the outside, the EcoSport continues to look very 
contemporary, and, therefore. Ford has decided not to 
tinker around with the design. It has received some subtle 
tweaks, like the headlights that now come with LED 
daytime running lamps. Ford has also changed the design 
of the alloy wheels, increasing the EcoSport's style 
quotient. Step inside, and the typical all-black interiors will 
welcome you. The first thing youTl notice, though, is that 
the indicators are now on the right-hand side. The interior 
rear view mirror is electro chromatic, therefore it avoids 
the glare from the headlights of the car behind you. 
Adding a dash of premiumness, the handbrake is draped 
in leather. However, the EcoSport's limited space for rear 
passengers remains its major flaw. Even though the seats 
are crafted in order to provide a lot of support, it's best not 
to have more than two adults in the back. 

Moving now to the Mahindra - they've always been 
inspired by Jeeps, and the TUV is no different. The front 
rectangular air dam in the bumper, square fog lamp 
housings and unimaginative five-slat grille may come 
across as being a bit boxy, but it certainly turns heads. In 
profile, it flexes a prominent shoulder line, while a tailgate 
mounted spare wheel with cover and a rear window with 
thick black surrounds reminds us of the XUV500. This 
compact SUV has an impressive ground clearance of 
190mm, but the EcoSport still remains the king with 
200mm. Step inside the TUV, and the interiors feel 
contemporary. Plus, the cabin feels airy, thanks to the beige 
colour - this is perhaps its biggest plus over the Ford. The 
centre console houses a modern looking double-DIN 
stereo with Bluetooth connectivity. Even though Ford's 
Sync provides a lot more features, the array of buttons on 
the centre console look a bit cluttered and too old school

for our liking. 

No pun intended, but this is a tough call as 
the EcoSport is more of a premium hatch on 
stilts, which successfully exuberates a modern 
crossover look. The TUV300, conversely, is all 
about its butch road presence. But let's make it 
very clear, neither are for off-roading - they're 
more about creating an SUV persona. As a 
whole, the EcoSport is better built, the interior 
feels nicer, and when it comes safety and 
comfort features the Ford leads the way. 
Moreover, the 1.5-litre 99bhp engine is very 
refined and has plenty of punch. But if you 
think crossovers are a little too demure for 
your personality then the TUV is far more 
suited to your tastes. Sure, it has less power 
than the Ford, but in the city you'll barely 
notice it. Also, the rear passengers get a lot 
more room and the TUV comes fairly 
loaded with features too. So, the question is 
what works for you - a suave and 
sophisticated urban crossover, or a rough 
and tumble brawler? 
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ABARTH PUNTO vs VW POLO GT TSI 



The Aborth Punto hits the headlines with a famous badge and punchy 
powertrain, but how does it compare to the^rrent hot hatch maestro 
- the VW Polo GT TSI? We pit one against the~dther to find out.

L et's establish two facts right away. One, I love hot 
hatchbacks, and, two, the Volkswagen Polo GT TSI 
has pretty much dominated the segment ever since its 
launch - with its direct injection turbo petrol engine 
and double-clutch automatic gearbox. But Fiat has recently 
thrown down the gauntlet with the Abarth Punto. And, on 
paper, the souped-up Punto has the GT TSI licked. So, to see if 
the Abarth Punto lives up to its claims, we take it for a spin 
and pit it against its arch rival. 

I've always been a fan of the way the Punto looks, and when 
this Abarth version arrived at our office I quite liked the red 
stickering and detailing - and those Abarth Scorpion wheels 
certainly look cool. But when you look closer, the quality of the 
stickers aren't all that great. And that lets it down because the 
Polo is a quality item through-and-through. There's no margin 


for error here, as the Polo comes to the party with perfect panel 
gaps and excellent fit-and-finish. Distinguishing the GT TSI 
from its lesser brethren are the GT TSI stickers on the C-pillars 
and the piano black ORVM casings and rear spoiler above the 
tailgate. All told, one thing is clear - the GT TSI is styled to be 
a sleeper while the Abarth Punto screams its intentions! 

On the inside. Fiat has distinguished the Abarth Punto from 
the standard car with an Abarth branded steering wheel, 
aluminium pedals, contrast stitching for the seats, and 
redesigned dials in the instrument binnacle. And while the 
quality of materials is pretty good inside the Punto, and build 
quality is decent, an awkward driving position lets it down - 
especially since it claims to be a purpose-oriented drivers' car. 
Still, the car is decently equipped and comes with a nice stereo. 

It's when you get inside the Polo that you realize how 



superior its interiors are compared to the Punto. The plastic 
quality is better, and so is switchgear and fit-and-finish. 

There's more equipment too, and the stereo is better. 

Under the hood, the Abarth Punto's 1.4 litre four-cylinder 
turbo petrol engine develops 145bhp at 5,500rpm and 212Nm of 
torque between 2,000-4,000rpm. In comparison, the GT TSI 
seems trumped with 103bhp of max power at 5,000rpm and 
175Nm of peak torque spread between 1,500 and 4,100rpm from 
its 1.2 litre direct injection turbo-petrol motor. 

And this difference is translated onto the road as well. In the 
Abarth, initially, there's some lag below l,800rpm. But, once 
past that, it's immediately noticeable that the Abarth is the 
more brisk car here - although, the engine doesn't rev quite as 
freely as I would have liked it to. 

And then there's the gearbox. The five-speed manual unit 
has rubbery gearshifts.The unit just feels vague, and that kills 
much of the driver engagement. Still, work past these factors 
and the Abarth Punto feels quite a bit faster than the GT TSI. 

Moving to the GT TSI reveals its refined and smooth manner. 
NVH levels are kept in check and gear changes from the

autobox are absolutely unnoticeable. Put the gearbox in Sports 
mode, mash the right pedal,and the engine and transmission 
respond instantly. The car lets out a nice sporty snarl and 
charges ahead with urgency. 

While the Abarth has more punch, at high speed it doesn't 
feel anywhere near as rock solid as the VW. It also suffers from 
high engine and wind noise at those speeds. Meanwhile, the 
GT TSI behaves commendably and stays absolutely planted 
with the speedometer needle in the far reaches of its fairly 
generous gauge. 

The GT TSI has always displayed very neutral and safe 
driving dynamics. But its 185/60 tyres run out of grip far 
sooner than the Abarth's 195/55's. Where the GT TSI begins to 
understeer, the Scorpions superior grip allows you to carry 
some serious speed through the bends. And this is helped by 
the feelsome hydraulic steering versus the direct but quite 
distant electronic power steering in the GT TSI. 

Both cars offer excellent cushioning over poor sections of 
tarmac, and road noise is minimal too. The Abarth doesn't 
compromise on ride comfort despite having a stiffer setup than 
the standard car - and, with front and rear disc brakes, the 
Abarth has far better stopping power than the GT TSI. 

All told, it's finally great to see some competition against the 
Polo GT TSI. The Abarth Punto is undoubtedly the more 
spirited car here, but it's not necessarily the superior machine. 
While it may accelerate and decelerate faster, it isn't as stable as 
the GT TSI at higher speeds. Show the Abarth a corner though, 
and it'll simply disappear into the horizon. 

So, which is a superior hot hatchback ultimately? Well, I'd 
have to go with the GT TSI. It's a more refined and polished 
machine. The TSI is also better equipped, more comfortable, 
and better built. The Abarth Punto, on the other hand, is rough 
around the edges. It needs a better driving position and better 
gearshift quality. Plus, the GT TSI costs 1.37 lakhs less! S3

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different. The Mojo is 
more of a relaxed tourer and has 
a straighter commuter-friendly riding 
stance. It makes you feel like you're 
riding a big bike. 

The Mojo is like the Hulk, who makes 
no qualms about flexing his muscles and 
announcing his presence. The oversized 
headlamp unit comes across as Darth 
Vader's helmet with a pair of eyes. It also 
has LED-like eyebrows. Even though we 
would have preferred a simple round 
headlamp, it does manage to draw a lot 
attention from passers-by. Thankfully, 
the design's chunkiness reduces when it 
comes to the body, and in profile it looks 
more impressive. The exposed twin 
tubular frame adds to the Mojo's rugged 
character. The massive 21-litre tank is 
beautifully crafted with distinct creases. 
But, at the rear, you feel that Mahindra 
ran out of ideas, as the motorcycle looks 
very simple - with an LED taillight 
emerging from below the seat. As a 
result, the design looks quite front heavy. 
The Mojo has twin exhausts, which 
might come across as an eye sore, but we 
thought it looked just fine. The trouble is 
that it adds unnecessary weight. Though 


looks are a personal choice, on the 
whole, we'd give the Mahindra a 
thumbs-up. 

The TNT 25 is more compact and has a 
sportier streak, with an aggressive 
seating position as the foot pegs are 
pushed back a fair bit. For a short daily 
commute, it won't take a toll on you - but 
on a long distance ride it could get quite 
strenuous. It's obvious that Benelli is 
targeting younger riders who are looking 
for an agile motorcycle on which to zip 
around the city. Though it has a fairly 
simple design, it does show-off its sporty 
DNA with Benelli's exposed trellis 
frame. Following the TNT design theme, 
the tank is crafted in angular shapes and 
the headlight is the same as on the TNT 
300. The semi-muscular styling might be 
on the mellow side, but when it comes to 
attention to detail and build quality the 
TNT 25 certainly gets the better of the 
Mojo. 

Mahindra's trump card, though, is its 
295cc liquid cooled engine, which is 
fairly refined and has a linear power 
delivery. Adding to its tourer character is 
its torque curve, which really kicks in at 
the 5,000-6,000rpm range. What's more 
impressive is that the motorcycle doesn't 
suffer from any annoying vibrations. The 
Mojo is certainly very smooth, but, with 
26.8bhp, it could have been more 


A couple of years ago, if you 

wanted a motorcycle in 200- 
300cc segment, there were 
only a handful of options - 
like the Bajaj Pulsar 220, Hero Karizma, 
KTM Duke 200 and Honda CBR 250. And 
none of these bikes really set the market 
on fire - barring perhaps the Pulsar. This 
forced buyers to look at Royal Enfield. As 
a former Thunderbird 350 owner, I don't 
want to get into its reliability issues and 
how their products have improved 'for 
an Enfield.' Fortunately, there are now a 
couple of new motorcycles that liven up 
this segment - namely the Mahindra 
Mojo and DSK Benelli TNT 25. We pit 
these motorcycles against each other to 
find out how they fare. 

To be honest, the power difference 
between the two steeds is marginal at 
best - but their nature is completely

responsive. The other issue with the 
Mahindra is that it weighs 165 kilograms, 
which is definitely on the heavier side. 
Both motorcycles come with inverted 
front forks and a monoshock at the rear. 
The Mojo behaves well on flat tarmac, 
but when it comes across an unavoidable 
pothole it's best to brace yourself as it 
crashes through it. It can be quite a bone 
jarring experience in fact! Credit must be 
given to Mahindra, though, for providing 
an effortless 6-speed transmission - 
although the clutch lever is on the 
heavier side. The Mojo loses out in the 
handling department, though, as its 
weight is really telling when taking 
corners. Plus, its turning radius is 
limited. The Mojo gets Pirelli Diablo 
Rossi II tyres, which are soft and provide 
ample grip - but the chassis has a mind 
of its own and prefers long straightaways 
rather than winding roads. 

The TNT 25, on the other hand, is one 
rev-happy machine. The 249cc liquid 
cooled engine accelerates from the word 
go, and, with shorter gear ratios, it 
lunges forward. The 6-speed is not as 
polished as the Mojo, but makes up for 
this with its razor sharp handling. The 
Metzeler tyres beautifully complement 
the bike, and it feels very confident 
through the corners. With 28.1bhp, and 
6kgs less mass as compared with the

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S tarting a new year by 

heading to the hills in a 
bunch of SUVs has become 
something of a tradition 
here at AutoX. And this 
year was no different. In 
fact, this time, perhaps we had even more 
incentive than in years past. 

You see, the new year coincided with 
the implementation of the odd-even rule 
in Delhi - so it was going to prove to be a 
little difficult to test and shoot four 
vehicles together in the NCR anyway. Of 
course, you may also notice that you 
can't really buy any of these vehicles in 
the NCR at present because of the 
Supreme Court ruling that temporarily 
bans the registration of all diesel 
passenger vehicles with an engine 
capacity of over 2.0 litres. 

Fortunately that doesn't include one of 
our 'Best of 2015' winners, the XC90 - 


which sneaks out by the skin of its teeth 
thanks to its l,969cc displacement. If 
either the Endeavour, Q 7 or X5 catch 
your fancy though, and you happen to 
live in the National Capital Region, it 
seems that you'll have to wait till March 
31st before you can put any of them in 
your driveway. 

At the outset, and at the risk of being 
politically incorrect, I can't help but urge 
you to be patient because each one of 
these machines has a lot going for it. After 
all. I've been dying to drive the Q7 ever 
since I read the first set of reviews in the 
middle of last year. You may have seen 
Siddharth Patankar's review, which was 
rather complimentary (and rightfully so), 
in our July 2015 issue. Meanwhile, in 
September last year, we brought you our 
first drive review on the Ford Endeavour 
from Thailand, and I'm happy to report 
that it's more than lived up to its initial 


promise. And what about the X5? Well, 
suffice to say that we've put it in a half- 
dozen features since it was launched in 
mid-2014 - for the simple reason that we 
just can't seem to get enough of it! We've 
raced it on the dirt against the Desert 
Storm winning Polaris RZR 900. We've 
pitted it against the Range Rover Sport at 
the BIC, and we've taken it into the snow 
with a Mercedes-Benz GLA 45 AMG. So, 
clearly, we've had a lot of fun with it over 
the past year-and-a-half - and it remains 
the benchmark for driving dynamics on 
tarmac for an SUV (with the exception of 
the Porsche Cayenne and Macan perhaps). 

So, with the cars lined up it was time 
to settle on the location. The last three 
years have each taken us to Mashobra in 
the lower Himalayas in the hunt for 
snow - needles to say it was time to try 
something new. We found the perfect 
setting, and hospitality, at my father-in-

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law's mountain cabin in the village of 
Koti in Uttarakhand. One of the many 
Koti's in the region, this one is 30 
kilometres North-West of Dehradun in a 
completely secluded part of the state. We 
literally had an entire mountainside to 
ourselves - not to mention the roads 
leading to and from. So we could enjoy 
seclusion and tranquillity when we 
needed it, while also indulging in some 
play in these incredibly capable 
machines when we felt like it. What 
could be better? 

The route we chose to get there was via 
Dehradun, which meant going through 
Meerut and Muzaffarnagar in UP - well, 
bypassing them anyway. We even 
managed to bypass Roorkee thanks to 
the use of some clever shortcuts en route. 
That being said, it wasn't exactly a 
pleasant drive - despite the machinery. 
We ran into some pretty severe fog just 
outside Delhi, which is inevitable at this 
time of the year I suppose. This negated 
our early morning start, but a long (and 
quite filling) breakfast stop at the 
Cheetal Grand dhaba certainly made up 
for the delay though. 


I started out in the Endeavour, and had 
no trouble whatsoever keeping up with the 
Q 7 on the highway. With just under 200 
horsepower courtesy of the 3.2 litre, 
5-cylinder turbo-diesel, it may have been 
about 70 horses shy of the 3.0 litre V6 in the 
Audi, but it certainly didn't feel down on 
power on the open road. The Audi and 
BMW (with its Twin-Power turbo 3.0 litre 
in-line six) would shoot off into the 
distance, and the Endeavour would 
immediately be on their tail. It has to be 
said, though, that the Volvo had to try 
pretty hard to match the pace set by this 
trio. Sure, its 2.0 litre turbocharged four 
delivers 225bhp seamlessly via an 8-speed 
gearbox, but it does have a little lag under 
2,000rpm. Let's just say that the reduced 
cylinder count and displacement was quite 
evident in this company. In isolation, the 
powertrain seems as refined and powerful 
as any. But some shortcomings were 
certainly exposed when trying to stay in 
convoy with this lot. That said, I still found 
that it offered the best driving position and 
has by far the best cabin in the industry - 
despite the Q 7 running it quite close 
actually. And once you get used to turbo 


lag, you learn to compensate for it by 
carefully planning your overtakes on our 
single lane highways. Keeping the car in 
'Dynamic' mode helps as well. And, for a 
2.0 litre four (sorry, sub-2.0 litre), it's 
certainly creamy smooth and extremely 
refined. Steering mounted paddles to 
change gears would help though. And 
while I found the touch-screen interface to 
be extremely intuitive and responsive, I can 
see how explaining the various functions to 
your chauffer could be a bit of a challenge. 

None of this, however, takes away 
from the fact that everything in the cabin 
is a work of art. The seats are the most 
comfortable and supportive in all of 
autodome. If I could only carry the Volvo 
drivers' chair around with me, I would 
have no use whatsoever for the can of 
Volini that I keep in my bag. And it's no 
less impressive on the outside either. 
Thor's hammer, which leads the way, is 
yet to lose its novelty - and the entire car 
just looks like it's wearing a perfectly 
tailored Armani suit. 

The Endeavour, on the other hand, 
looks like it's come to the party in its 
gym gear. It's big, butch, and it means

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business. If you're going to get into an argument 
with a mountain, this is the machine that you want 
on your side. It's 225mm ride height, 80mm wading 
depth, and approach and departure angles of 
29-degrees and 21-degrees all give it some pretty 
serious off-roading cred. Supplementing this 
mountain goat character is a distinctly Land Rover- 
esque Terrain Management System, plus Hill 
Descent Control, Hill Launch Assist, an active 
transfer case with a low range gearbox, and an 
electronically locking differential. We did actually 
get the opportunity to engage four-low and put it 
in its 'Rock' setting, which enabled us to drive 
straight up what is actually a raging rapid in the 
monsoon. Our setting for the cover shot of this 
issue is really a riverbed for much of the year. And 
the road that we blocked for the better part of an 
hour to get that perfect shot is completely washed 
away during the monsoon. But the Endeavour paid 
no heed to the conditions, and simply went 
wherever we pointed it. The MRF Wanderer tyres, 
which it's now shod with, has obviously done very 
little to dampen its inherent off-road capability that 
we first sampled in the paddy fields of Chang Rai 
in Northern Thailand in 2015. 

That notwithstanding, this two tonne ladder-on- 
frame SUV is surprisingly comfortable and refined. 
Sure, the quality of plastics and materials in the 
cabin are no match for the others in this quartet - 
but then the asking price is less than half that of 
the other machines here. So you can be assured that 
you're getting a LOT of car for your money. The 
ride quality on tarmac is incredible - as it is, 
frankly, for the rest of the machines here. But they 
use any manner of air suspension trickery to make 
it happen. The Endeavour does this despite having 
a solid rear axle. It also has sound cancelling 
technology that makes it very quiet in the cabin. 
This variant, which is the top-of-the-line, even has 
a panoramic sunroof, as well as a powered tailgate 
and split folding third row. Ford has, however, 
removed the 230-volt plug point in the second row 
of the Indian variant - which I wish they hadn't. 
That apart, if I had to choose one machine for the 
daily commute over the week as well as the 
weekend trip to Leh - this would be it! 

On the road, of course, it's no match for the X5. 

But, then, not many machines are - SUV or 
otherwise. The balance and poise of the X5 
continues to impress every time you get behind the 
wheel. It certainly feels like all the car you'd ever 
need. But, in this company (that of the new Q 7 and 
the XC90 to be specific), the interior doesn't feel 
quite as special in comparison. It's functional, 
luxurious even, and impeccably executed with

materials of the highest quality, but it 
doesn't make every journey feel an event 
- like the Audi and Volvo manage. 
Fortunately, all that is forgotten the first 
time you encounter a bend in the road. 

On the way back, we chose to return via 
Paonta Sahib, Yamuna Nagar, and Karnal. 
Just before we left Uttarakhand, we 
encountered a beautiful and perfectly 
surfaced ribbon of tarmac twisting 
through the forest - and how I wished I 
had been in the X5 during that stretch. 

But I wasn't exactly seated in a slouch by 
any means. You see, the new Audi Q 7 is 
so refined that it doesn't feel like it's 
powered by anything as pedestrian as an 
engine and gearbox - it feels like it's 
powered by the Force (an appropriate 
reference at present I suppose, since the 
new Star Wars movie has just been 
released). Add to that the fact that the 
new Q 7 has shed 325kgs from the 
previous generation - making it far more 
agile than ever before. So, no matter how 
hard the X5 tried, it simply couldn't shake 
off the angular-faced Audi. I couldn't help 
think that the driver in the BMW was 
perhaps having a bit more fun though! 

But I found myself in a far more 
inviting cabin. The horizontal slats in the 
dash really make it look very 
contemporary indeed, and even more 


Teutonic than usual. The materials are as 
good as ever, and the layout is just really 
inviting. And Audi's virtual cockpit - the 
digital TFT screen that masquerades as 
an instrument cluster - is so much more 
convincing than any of its competitors, 
whether it's Jaguar, Land Rover, or Volvo. 
There's a level of excellence and 
engineering that's just hard for any other 
manufacturer to match. However, I think 
all the lead engineers were off duty when 
someone designed the spare wheel 
restraint, which holds a space saver spare 
wheel upright in the boot. The trouble is 
that you can't use the third row with the 
spare wheel in place. That apart, the Q 7 
really is a marvel of engineering - and 
the new generation machine shrinks 
around you when you're on the road, 
which is something that couldn't be said 
for the previous generation model. 

But as incredible as each of these 
machines really are - and they are, all of 
them - they can't hold a candle to star 
gazing at a clear mountain sky, sipping 
something aged carefully for 18 years, 
and sharing stories around a bonfire. 

What do you know, we actually found 
some of that tranquillity that we were after. 
Nope, not a bad way to start the year! And 
thank you Audi, BMW, Ford and Volvo 
quartet, you're not too shabby either. . .

demanded by the technical team in the 
best way possible. The SV goes way 
beyond simply being merely a tweaked 
Aventador. 


And so the Aventador SV comes with 
an aggressive, sculpted look, vast rear 
wing and contrasting styling 
elements that ensure attention both on 
the track and off it. 


It’s the most extreme and powerful 
Lamborghini ever. Once you drop into 
the cockpit - the car is just one metre 
and 14 centimetres high - you find 
yourself in a truly unique environment. 

To reduce weight, all unnecessary items 
have been removed. As you’d expect, 
carbon or lightweight materials have 
been extensively used. For example, the 
upholstery and the roof lining are in 
carbon - a special patented fabric that 
weighs less than half of the traditional 
leather everybody else uses. Compared to 
the ‘standard’ Aventador, the SV weighs 
100 pounds less.

On the Vairano circuit, the 

Aventador SV comes in third - 
behind an unattainable Porsche 
918 Spyder, and just a breath 
away (four hundredths of a 
second) from its sibling, the 
Huracan. The result wasn't 


really that surprising, given the 
fact that the Huracan is smaller 
and weighs less. Plus, it took 
advantage of its optional Pirelli 
Trophy R tyres - which are 
more track focused than the 
Pirelli P-Zero's with which the 


SV was shod. 

The SV was still faster than 
the McLaren 650 S (1:12.29) 
and the Ferrari 458 Speciale 
(1:12.45). In the fastest section 
of the track, where it can take 
advantage of its excellent 


aerodynamic balance, the SV is 
just sensational. The SV's all- 
wheel drive also makes exits 
from tight corners very 
effective. The carbon-ceramic 
brakes on the SV are also 
exceptional. 
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ferocious, bellowing exhaust note that’s 
guaranteed to draw attention. The VI 2 is 
an extraordinary engine that produces 
50bhp more than the previous model. 

The engine pulls very well at the mid- 
range, but it’s between 5,000rpm and 
8,400rpm that it really breaks free with a 
linearity that only a few (and very 
sophisticated) engines can deliver. In 


buttons that allow you to select the three 
available setups (Street, Sport and Race 
modes) and the multimedia system. The 
space is limited, but enough to be 
comfortable. As for luggage space... forget it! 

In the Cockpit 

Firing the 12-cylinder engine is almost a 
ritual. The engine comes alive with a 



Sant’ Agata, they’ve worked very hard to 
give it a race car flavour. The new front 
valence, the floor, the extractor, and the 
large wing (adjustable to three different 
positions) create extra downforce, and 
that lays the foundation for the sense of 
security the SV gives you when it enters 
its ‘comfort’ zone - which is in the 
vicinity of 200km/h. 

Handling is stable and precise with the 
front end staying utterly faithful to 
wherever you point it. It also goes very 
well on a tight track, because the new 
front geometry and the steering makes it 
much more direct than in the original 
Aventador. Mass just seems to fade away 
as this Lambo juggles tight corners and 
chicanes with elan. 

At the Limit 

Despite the phenomenal grip of the P-Zero 
tyres, there are times when the rear wheels

begin to spin - unable to withstand the fury 
of 740 horsepower when you floor the 
accelerator. But it’s not worrisome, as the 
torque flows to the front wheels with not 
only determination, but also with a lot of 
progression. And so attacking a bend is not 
an issue, and neither is exiting onto the 
next straight. 

You only have to be careful to find the 
perfect time to change gear, because the 
mono-clutch is so brutal that it can actually 
upset the balance. So either you do it before 
the limit of cornering grip - using the 
torque of the VI 2 to exit a corner, or later 
on by using the rev range to its fullest. 

The braking system deserves a totally 
separate chapter - carbon-ceramic 
brakes, of course, and unusually large 
(the front rotors are 400mm in diameter). 
They do their duty remarkably well, and 
remain as sharp as ever. The ABS takes 
care of the rest.

S eventeen-year-old Jehan Daruvala 
took his first win since his 
graduation to car racing from 
karting in 2015 by winning the third and 
final race of the opening round of the 2016 
Toyota Racing Series held at Ruapuna Park 
at Christchurch, New Zealand. The 
development level single-seat series run in 
New Zealand - using a 1.8-litre, 200bhp 
Tatuus chassis car built to FIA Formula 3 
specification - has been a destination for 
up and coming racing drivers with 
Daruvala’s compatriot Arjun Maini also 
competing there last year where he scored 
two wins and five podiums en route to 
fourth place in the championship 
standings. Daruvala will continue with his 
participation in the rest of the season. 
Former karting and single seater 
champions and racers like Lando Norris, 
Pedro Piquet, Guanyu Zhou, Artem 
Markelov are some of the notable names 
on the grid. 


India returns to the 
APRC calendar 

A fter hosting the final round 
of this year’s FIA Asia Cup 
at Chikkmagalur last week, 
India looks set to make a return to 
the main Asia Pacific Rally 
Championship (APRC) next year 
after a 12-year hiatus. The Coffee 
Day Rally was evaluated as an APRC 
contender this year after being 
granted Asia Cup status by FIA 
observers who were present during 
the 2013 edition of the event. A 
brochure on the official APRC 
website lists six events on the 2016 
season calendar, in which New 
Caledonia is absent. The date for the 
India Rally, however, as well as the 
three rounds preceding it, have not 
been confirmed on the brochure. 
Although a provisional calendar has 
slotted India on 10 to 11 December. 
The India Rally was previously held 
in 2003 and 2004 in Pune but 
subsequently dropped from the 
APRC calendar. 



Tejinder Pal Singh wins 
inaugural RFC North India 



G errari Offroaders’ Tejinder Pal 
Singh won the inaugural Force 
Gurkha RFC North India on 
Sunday. Tejinder was announced winner 
of the off-road challenge after the 
successful completion of five tasks over 
two days, competing against 10 teams. 
The winning team competed in a 
Mahindra CJ3B and scored 462 points 
out of 500, with a perfect score of 100 in 
three of the five tasks. Gurpratap Singh 
and Sanbir Dhaliwal, both from Gerrari 
Offroaders, finished at second and third 
positions, respectively. Winning the 
2016 RFC North India edition also gets 
Tejinder Pal Singh a free entry to the 
main event that will be held in Goa from 
July 22 to 29. The main event only 
allows a maximum of 25 teams from 
across the country to participate in RFC 
India. A South India regional round will 
also be held before the main event. 



India to remain on the RFC Global Series till 2019 


F ollowing an agreement with 

Rainforest Challenge International, 
the parent company of the off-road 
event of the same name, India will retain its 
place on the RFC Global Series calendar till 
2019. New Delhi-based Cougar Motorsport 
will continue to organize the event. The first 
two events, held since 2014 with Force 
Motors as the title sponsor, have been well 


received by the off-road community and even 
prompted India’s motorsport governing body, 
the FMSCI, to sanction the event, despite the 
fact that off-roading generally does not fall 
under the aegis of any governing body 
anywhere else in the world. Its success has 
also spawned regional events. The RFC mother 
event in Malaysia featured fourteen Indian off- 
roaders who competed in RFC India.

Joe feeLs that FI is actuatly doing very weLL, thank you very much! 


I t’s all the rage these days to talk about Formula 1 being 
in decline, and that this is wrong or that is wrong. And, 
to be fair, some of these criticisms are true and they do 
need to be fixed. But the sport as a whole is still a 
roaring success, when one looks at it from the point of 
view of whether or not it gives a good return on 
investment - or ROI as the marketing folk would say. Yes, the 
sport is crazily expensive but, when you stop and think about it, 
no car manufacturer in the modern era is going to be go on 
paying for something that isn’t good value for money. The entire 
industry is based on cost-efficiency, and so one must assume 
that the sport does deliver. 

The success of the sport was highlighted the other day by 
Mercedes AMG Petronas boss Toto Wolff, who says that the 
marketing impact is very carefully - and precisely - measured. 

“In the last season,” he said, “we generated $3 billion in 
advertising value, which means that this is the sum of money that 
we would have had to invest in TV and print advertising in order 
to achieve a similar result to our commitment in FI.” That is 
mightily impressive when you stop and think about it, 
particularly when you look at the team’s budget, which is around 
$500 million a year. That doesn’t mean that this is what FI 
actually costs Mercedes, because that figure includes not only the 
money that Mercedes puts directly into the sport, but also the 
sponsorship revenues, the television money and all other 
revenues that come from the business - notably the fees for 
engine deals and, of course, merchandising. The recent figures 


that come from Ferrari, since the IPO, suggest that the Italian firm 
is actually making money from the FI programme - while at the 
same time using the sport as its only real form of advertising. 
That’s brilliant! You’re having fun racing cars, you’re creating 
useful new technology for your road cars, you’re getting free 
publicity, and you’re making a profit doing it. How good is that? 

When you look at the technology flowing out of FI these 
days, you can’t help but be impressed. The automotive industry 
has spent more than 100 years trying to improve the thermal 
efficiency of its engines. Thermal efficiency is a measure of the 
amount of energy one uses based on the amount of energy one 
puts in - in the form of fuel. This percentage measure has crept 
slowly upwards for more than a century, but until recently was 
still only at around 35% for the very best engines that the 
industry had to offer. Or to put that another way, 65% of the 
energy in the fuel is still being wasted. Since FI embarked on 
the development of the current generation of hybrid turbos with 
engine recovery systems, the thermal efficiency of these power 
units (one cannot say engine, because it’s more complicated 
than that) has risen dramatically. A top FI engine man 
whispered to me the other day that his group is now closing on 
50% efficiency - having passed 45% some time ago. That is a 
revolution in human mobility - and few people have made much 
of it. The series promoter has done nothing but complain that 
the cars are not noisy enough, while the international federation 
has had its head stuck firmly in the flowerbed. This is 
astonishing stuff if someone out there would bother to shout it

from the rooftops. It means that if it’s 
adopted across the industry, the amount of 
fuel required to move X number of cars x 
number of miles will be less - which means 
that even if car production increases, the 
amount of fuel being used should reduce. 
And that means that the emissions will 
reduce as well. 

And, to be quite honest, I really don’t 
understand why more car companies are 
not working out that FI is exactly what 
they want. Yes, it would be nice to win, but 
even taking part in FI would give a car 
company the sheen of being a high 
technology business with good green 
credentials. Yes, one does need to invest a 
chunk of money in order to get into the 
game, but the technology that is being 
developed in FI is already spreading 
between the competitors - and in 
consequence it’ll be more readily available 
than it was a year or two ago. That means 
that newcomers can arrive at a decent level 
and be quickly up to speed if they hire the 
right people and buy the right machines. 

The other thing that I completely fail to 
understand is why the car manufacturers who 


are in FI are not using the same “platform 
engineering” strategies that exist throughout 
the car industry. If you invest in developing a 
new engine, you maximise its value by 
spreading it throughout your range and your 
brands. Today, if you buy a Bentley, you’ll get a 
car with a lot of VW parts in it. You don’t care, 
because the car feels good and the badge says 
Bentley. So why is Fiat Chrysler not using 
Ferrari technology to have Alfa Romeo, 

Maserati or even Chrysler engines in FI? And 
why is Volkswagen not involved? It has Audi, 
Porsche, Lamborghini and Bugatti, all great 
racing brands. It has the technology required, 
because the engines used by Porsche at Le 
Mans are not very different in terms of 
technology than the FI engines of today. And, 
if you say it’s because VW is in trouble because 
of its diesel emissions scandal, I would reply: 
“Sure, but what is the fastest way to get new 
credibility in emissions technology? Surely, 
winning in FI and pushing up the thermal 
efficiency of the engines has got to be the 
sensible way to go.” gQ

O n the muggy morning of 

January 2, the frenzied chaos in 
the Dakar pits at Technopolis in 
the suburbs of Argentina’s 
capital city of Buenos Aires had 
given way to restrained calm. As the drivers 
and riders trooped out of the briefing hall, the 
easy cheerfulness started to seep away. In its 
place they slowly slipped into a cocoon of 
isolation that people usually retreat to when 
confronted by a challenge that will push them 
way beyond the comfort zone. The start of 
the 2016 edition of the Dakar was just a few 
hours away. For 38 years now, the rally has 
created legends and destroyed reputations. 
Left men and women with broken bones, 
bruised egos and even lives have been lost in 
the quest for ultimate glory. 

For 13 days, the gigantic caravan of bikes, 
quads, cars, trucks, mobile broadcast studios, 
assistance trucks, catering vehicles, life-saving 
ambulances and race control trucks raced 
across some of the most remote stretches of 
Argentina and Bolivia as part of the world’s 
toughest rally-raid. This year, unpredictable 
weather conditions unleashed by a vicious 
cycle of El Nino in the southern hemisphere 
posed additional challenge for the participants 
besides the mind-numbing length of the 
special sections and long transport sections 
that defines the Dakar. 

In the Dakar, like in any other form of 
motorsport, the big teams with huge budgets

and manpower, grab the eyeballs, but it’s the 
privateers, who make up for more than 80 per 
cent of the field, remain the heart and soul of 
the rally. Among these, there is still a smaller 
bunch of maniacs in the moto and quad 
classes, called Malle Moto , who take part in 
the endurance race without assistance. After a 
long hard day, battling the most brutal terrain 
that the Dakar throws at competitors, they 
service their own bikes and quads. 

This year, going into the race, there were 
many questions that were playing on the 
minds of the people. Could Sebastian Loeb, 
the rallying legend with nine WRC titles, 
make his mark in the toughest race of life? 
Who will get the No 1 plate for next year’s 
Dakar in moto class following the 
retirement of the five-time winner, Marc 
Coma, earlier this year? Could the Hondas 
with the formidable Joan Barreda Bort and 
Paulo Goncalves in its ranks finally stop the 
KTM juggernaut in the absence of Coma? 
Were the Patronelli brothers still good 
enough in the quad class to dispel the 
threat posed by the defending champion, 
Ignacio Casale of Chile and past winner 
Rafal Sonik? And finally, can Gerard De 
Rooy and his band of Iveco truckies break 
the stranglehold of the Kamaz armada? Of 
course, from the Indian perspective, all eyes 
were on CS Santosh in the bright yellow 
colours of Suzuki and Sherco TVS. 

As the Dakar started to unfold, some of the 
answers became clear sooner than expected. 
Following the cancellation of the first stage due 
to bad weather, the battle between KTM and 
Honda started in right earnest in the moto 
class. Without wasting much time, last year’s 
third place finisher, Toby Price, from Australia 
quickly established himself as the lead pilot for 
the KTM factory racing team. In the opposing 
Honda camp, Barreda unleashed his blinding 
pace. But Spanish rider’s callousness in the 
speed control zones (DZ-FZ) in the second and 
third stages cost him stage wins, handing the 
advantage to Price. But much worse was in 
store for him in the days ahead. 

Like last year, when Bolivia turned out to 
be Barreda’s nemesis, this time too, the 
Honda’s reliability in the high-altitude loop of 
Uyuni-Uyuni that ran around the salt flats of 
the Salar de Uyuni failed the Spaniard. It left 
only Goncalves to challenge Price in the high- 
stake game. With Barreda out of contention. 
Price controlled the rest of the race brilliantly 
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combining his supreme riding skills with 
canny reading of the situation. As the 
pressure mounted on the Honda team, 
Gocalves made some uncharacteristic riding 
errors, including a spectacular crash in ninth 
stage. Ultimately, like his team-mate, the CRF 
450 Rally failed him in the 11th stage between 
La Roija- San Juan. It meant it was Price’s 
rally to lose. But the battle-scarred Australian 
was not the one to let go of the opportunity 
to get his name on the winners’ list. By the 
11th stage he enjoyed a cushion of more than 
24 minutes that allowed him to cruise to the 
top step of the podium. 

In the cars, Loeb served notice instantly. 
The Frenchman behind the wheels of the 
monstrous 2008 DKR Peugeot won four 
consecutive stages straight away to emerge as 
the overall leader by the time the rally 
stopped for a rest day in Salta. The sheer pace 
of the Pugs, left the defending champion, 
Nasser A1 Attiyah, piloting the Mini No. 300 
gasping for breath. “The Peugeots are just too 
fast and I have tried my best to match their 
pace,” was his verdict after the fourth stage. 

Loeb’s performance till that point won his 
share of admirers and sceptics alike. Old 
Dakar hands among the press crop were 
quick to point out that the real test lay ahead 
since the first half of this edition of the 
Dakar didn’t put too much premium on 
navigation. It turned out to be prophetic. 

On the eighth stage that involved dune 
crossing and off-piste driving for the first time 
placing a heavy premium on navigation, the 
Frenchman crashed heavily after hitting a 
hole on the ground, that put him out of 



contention for Dakar title on debut. With 
Loeb out, it seems Ari Vatanen’s record of 
winning the Dakar on the first attempt will 
remain intact for a bit longer. With Loeb out 
of the picture, Stephan ‘Mr. Dakar’ 
Peterhansel, and Carlos Sainz, took charge of 
Peugeot’s fortunes. But on the 11th stage, luck 
ran out for Sainz following an engine failure. 

It left Peterhansel with a cushion of more 
than 24 minutes in the last few stages as he 
raced towards his 12th Dakar title. Behind the 
French marque, Attiyah fought on mainly 
taking wins on the eighth and eleventh stages 
in his Mini Countryman. For most of the race, 
past Dakar winner, Ginel De Villiers, who has 
been shepherding Toyota in the Dakar since 
Volkswagen quit the rally, flew well below the 
radar. Despite no stage wins, De Villiers 
brought home his Toyota Hil ux in third 
place. “We are very happy with what we have 
achieved in this Dakar. We didn’t have the 


pace to match the Peugeots and the Minis. So 
we need to come back stronger for the next 
Dakar,” said the genial South African at the 
finish of the last stage. 

In the quads, as expected the Patronelli 
brothers remained in control after the first 
few stages. With no competition under their 
belts before the Dakar, they took a bit of time 
to slot themselves in the groove. Between the 
two, they won eight of the 13 stages to wipe 
away any competition, but it was Marcos 
with six best stage times emerged as the 
winner ahead of Alejandro. Among the 
trucks, Gerard De Rooy with six straight stage 
victories in the second part of the rally 
demolished the monopoly of Kamaz. For the 
first time in many years, the Kamaz trucks 
couldn’t match the pace of the Ivecos, though 
last year’s winner, Airat Mardeev managed to 
salvage second place ahead of Fedrico 
Villagra in another Team De Rooy Iveco. gH 
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T he low-hanging dark clouds 
gathering over San Salvadore 
de Jujuy in the wee hours of 
January 6 painted a brooding 
picture. The first marathon 
special of this edition of the 
Dakar would take the drivers and riders on a 
429-km loop around the 16th century 
township nestled in the foothills of the 
Andes, straddling the old mule route linking 
the Tucuman province to the silver mines in 
Potosi in Bolivia. 

The fourth stage of the rally presented the 
first real test for the participants and the 
machines with constant changes in the 
terrain, alternating between sand and rocks. 
Besides the daunting length of the special 
section, the vertigo-inducing altitude gain of 
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3,200 metres posed more than a handful of 
additional challenge for the competitors. 

And being a marathon stage, the drivers and 
riders wouldn’t have access to assistance at 
the end of the day meant that reliability of 
the machines assumed paramount 
importance. 

On such a morning, as the groggy-eyed 
riders trooped into the dining tent for a 
quick nibble before hitting the road for the 
day’s ordeal of 630 km, including a road 
section of over 200 km, the sole Indian in 
the Dakar, CS Santosh, was in an upbeat 
mood. He had good reasons to walk with a 
spring in his step. 

Over the past two stages, Santosh 
successfully improved his position after 
slipping back in the opening prologue when 
the airbox of his Suzuki RMZ 450 Rally got 
flooded during a river crossing, causing his 
bike to stall. He finished the third stage in 
61st position, gaining 34 places over his 
second stage finish. It had put him in 81st 
place in the overall standings. The day 
before, on the second special, which was the 
first timed section of the Dakar because the 
first stage got cancelled due to bad weather, 
Santosh had made up 31 places. 

The twisty marathon special in the Andes 
had given him better hope of further 
climbing up the order. The sweet handling of 
his Suzuki placed him on an even keel 
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against the much faster KTMs, Hondas and 
Yamahas on the tighter parts of the stage. 
“It’s a long and tight stage, which should 
work for me. I need to move up the 
standings before the rally goes into Bolivia,” 
said Santosh waiting at the starting time 
control for the day’s first liaison. 

A PROVEN TALENT 

There was not an iota of doubt about his 
intentions or capability in the minds of the 
small bunch of people who made up the 
Team Suzuki in this Dakar. His exploits in 
the last Dakar in 2015 earned him plenty of 
respect and goodwill among the moto riders, 
irrespective of their star status. “He is a very 
good rider and has plenty of speed to make 
it among the top 20,” said his Andorran 
team-mate, Cristan Espana, who himself is a 
former world enduro champion. 

Sitting in the press centre, as the skies 
opened up, this reporter had his eyes glued 
to the computer screen as the live tracking 
| went green on the Dakar’s internal intranet. 
In less than an hour, it became clear that 
our man was on the move. By the first 


waypoint, he had gained three more places 
to move into 58th place. But soon after, 
something very strange happened. Still 
within the GPS range of WP1, the live 
tracking showed that Santosh was 
stationary. He remained motionless for 
close to an hour before he got going again. 
For the rest of the day, the script of the 
unfolding plot turned from bad to worse. By 
the last check point, Santosh had slipped 
right at the back of the pack. Something 
had horribly gone wrong with Santosh. 

By 5 pm, all the moto and quad riders had 
checked in at the final time control at the 
Jujuy bivouac, but there was no sign of 
Santosh. It was only when I met Santosh’s 
Chilean team-mate, Nacho Carenjo, it 
became clear that the Indian was in deep 
trouble. “The mounts attaching the 
navigation tower to the bike’s frame broke 
just after the first waypoint. I stopped to 
help him repair it, but it didn’t look good 
when he asked me to carry on. All the wires 
of the navigation system got entangled and 
he was having problems to get the bike 
going,” said Corenjo. 


Late that evening, when Satosh was 
brought to the bivouac by his friend Hemant 
and his wife Sonali in their hired car, who 
were travelling through Argentina on a two 
month vacation and were present at the end 
of the special, it became clear that his 2016 
Dakar adventure had come to a premature 
end. “The bike’s electricals short-circuited 
and it stalled permanently at the end of the 
special. I am out of the rally,” were the first 
words of a visibly distraught Santosh. 

Later in the evening, while having dinner, 
he narrated the ordeal he faced that day. 
When the mounting broke near the 100-km 
mark, Santosh tried to repair it with zip-ties, 
knowing well that it was not going to last. 
But for Dakar riders, hope is the only dope. 
He rode for the next 300 odd kilometres 
holding the navigation console with one 
hand. “By the time I reached the final TC of 
the special, the wires got so badly entangled 
that the electricals started short-circuiting,” 
explained Santosh. By this time, the clouds 
above unleashed their pent-up fury leaving 
the teeming mass of people in the bivouac 
scurrying for cover. gH 
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D on’t get too used to the 

way the cars currently look 
in the FIA World Rally 
Championship. An 
overhaul of the technical 
regulations will see the cars 
become wider, a little longer and slightly 
more technically sophisticated along with 
having more power as the turbo restrictor 
size is increased. 

It is these changes that have prompted 
Citroen to withdraw their factory team for 
this season that will already be underway 
by the time you read this issue. While they 
prepare to build a car to handle the revised 
regulations though, they will still be 
fielding drivers in privately entered teams. 
Stephane Lefebvre moves up the pecking 
order to join Kris Meeke as the French 
manufacturer’s factory driver as it tries to 
make up for the retirement of the all- 
conquering Sebastien Loeb. 


During this state of flux and with Ford 
also struggling following Mikko Hirvonen’s 
retirement. Hyundai has invested heavily to 
turn its new i20 WRC car from an 
ocassional visitor to the podium into a 
consistent winner. 

Not having to modify the new car’s 
chassis to accommodate the 1.6-litre, 
4-cylinder turbocharged engine - as was the 
case in the outgoing machine - has made 
the Korean manufacturer confident of being 
able to challenge their mighty German 
rivals from the outset. 

CONSOLIDATING THE CROWN 

The loss of VW’s motorsport director Jost 
Capito is unlikely to have an adverse effect 
on the team for this season as the 
development work for 2016 would have been 
set into motion early enough last year. 

The focus for this year has been reliability 
for the reigning WRC champions as 
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Hyundai has invested a Lot of capital and 8,000km worth of testing to get its i20 fast enough to beat VW 



modifications to the gravel-spec rear 
suspension wishbones, and pistons have 
been made to achieve greater stability and to 
guard against engine failure. 

Of course, the neutral WRC fan would love 
nothing more than to see Sebastien Ogier, 
Jari-Matti Latvala and Andreas Mikkelsen get 
pushed to the edge by Haydon Paddon, 
Thierry Neuville and Dani Sordo. To the point 
that VW’s plans to maintain their lead over 
the chasing pack don’t exactly go to plan. 

Ford, on the other hand (WRC’s third 
designated manufacturer team) will be just 
hoping that Mads Ostberg, Eric Camilli, Ott 
Tanak and Yazid Al-Rajhi can hang on close 
enough to VW and Hyundai to score decent 
points whenever the chance presents itself. 



AWAY FROM THE LIMELIGHT 

Away from the teams and drivers 
designated to score manufacturers points, 
Citroen and a second M-Sport car driven 
by former Formula 1 star Robert Kubica 
will gun for individual glory. 

Kubica’s move to M-Sport, in particular, 
will be watched keenly by fans both in and 
outside of the WRC community as the Pole 
tries to go a step further than winning the 
WRC-2 title in 2013. Since his entry into the 
top category of world championship rallying, 
Kubica has posted the fastest time on 15 
stages. Six of those have been on stages 20 
km or longer including a 51.7 km stage at 
last year’s Monte Carlo Rally. 

That indicates some promise for sure, but 
it has been a tough learning curve for 
Kubica. With the resources of M-Sport 
behind him though, hopefully he can take a

step to sniping at the sharp end of the WRC 
pecking order, much as he used to do in FI. 

His efforts and name recognition could 
lead to a good reception for the newly added 
China Rally for this season. The newly 
added round will be held on tarmac, which 
has suited Kubica better than gravel before 
on account of being more used to high grip 
than some of his peers. 

At the end of the day, though, the story of 
the WRC season is likely to be one of Ogier 
further establishing himself as a future 
legend. Hyundai - after having tested its 
new car for over 8,000 km - hopes to have 
at least some of the answers to the sport’s 
new Sebastien. Fans who want to see the 
sport return to its era of popularity will 
certainly be hoping that’s the case. 

Of course, if that doesn’t pan out, there’s 
always 2017 and the visually more 
spectacular cars and the return of Toyota and 
Citroen’s reboot to look forward to. 
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A roily driver returns to competition to find that Indian rallying has upped its game 
technically, but is in need of an attitude check.

T en years is a long time to be 
out of the cockpit of a rally 
car. After last competing in 
2005, having made my debut 
in 1998, I buckled myself into 
a very different rally car than 
I was used to. The Volkswagen Polo in 
which I was competing in December’s Coffee 
Day Rally made me feel as if I was 
supercharged! Rogers suspension, a Limited 
Slip Differential and a rally-ready Engine 
Control Unit made the car perfectly suited 
for the mix of conditions I would encounter 
on the Chikmagalur stages. A combination 
of narrow roads, fast and flowing corners 
along with hairpins and flat out stretches 
made it a real challenge. 

The car helped me rise to this challenge 
and finish second in the FIA Asia Cup 
category, the best position in the class by a 
two-wheel-drive car. Me and co-driver Amit 
Wagchoure also took fourth place in the 
Indian Rally Championship’s 1600cc class. 

Even better was seeing 42 entrants, 
among them were many really talented 
youngsters as well as the pride of India’s

rallying scene, Gaurav Gill competing in 
his Mahindra XUV 500. 

But despite all this and the excellent 
organization skills of Farooq Ahmed and his 
fabulous team at the Motor Sports Club of 
Chikmagalur, rallying felt totally different to 
the way I remember it in the nineties and 
noughties, and not necessarily in a good way. 

A DIFFERENT SCENARIO 

For one thing, the prevailing attitude was far 
different. We would compete fiercely and 
take our rallying very seriously. But no 
matter how hard the competition was, we 
would always end on a friendly note. Each 
event would have a minimum of 50 to 60 
entrants with JK Tyre and MRF fielding five 


top drivers each who would invariably fight 
for the overall honours. Group B Gypsies, 
Esteems and Fiestas would tear through 
stages as the drivers would give it their all. 

Colourful nicknames like Flying Sikh and 
Tree Climber would feature among those top 
drivers. It was a who’s who of Indian rallying’s 
greats like Hari Singh, Dicky Gill, N 
Leelakrishnan, Nikhil Taneja, Gurmehar Singh 
and Farad Bhatena. The overall atmosphere 
was that of a big family attending a carnival 
who took what they were doing seriously. 

Drivers would compete and support each 
other in equal measure. It’s a lot different 
now, however. There are maybe two or three 
top drivers fighting for overall honours and 
far too many other drivers in the field with 
huge egos. It’s not like the drivers are not 
good but they seem to be seriously lacking 
dedication, commitment and crucially, 
support from sponsors. Maybe the support 
of sponsors will help change this prevailing 
situation in rallying as there certainly seems 
to be no lacking driving talent and 
mechanical prowess. All it needs is a few 
nudges in the right direction. S3 
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V olkswagen Motorsport 

India has confirmed that, 
starting from this year, it 
will field its one-make 
Vento Cup touring car 
series under the Madras 
Motor Sport (MMSC) banner, which runs 
the FMSCI National Racing Championship 
(NRC) - after concluding a six year 
partnership with JK Tyre. 

This would also mean a switch to MRF 
racing tyres, from the JK Tyre rubber that’s 
been used for both iterations of the Polo Cup 
and Vento Cup since it started in 2010. 

JK Tyre have run their racing 
championship separate to the NRC since 
2013, prior to which they were the rights 
holders since its first edition in 1997 to 
2012. JK Tyre’s motorsport boss Sanjay 
Sharma told AutoX that there are plans to 
fill the vacancy left by the Vento Cup, but 
has not yet confirmed which motorsport 
discipline it would be. 


A GLOBAL PLATFORM? 

It’s believed that one of the factors that 
attracted Volkswagen to the NRC banner was 
the possibility of putting the Vento Cup on a 
more global platform via the MRF Challenge, 
which holds rounds in Qatar, Bahrain and 
Abu Dhabi, along with one at the Madras 
Motor Sport Track (MMST), near Chennai. 

Speaking to AutoX, VW Motorsport India 
boss Sirish Vissa stated that it was the 
intention of the German auto major to work 
with as many partners as possible on the 
Indian motorsport landscape. 

Tyre performance has been speculated as 
a reason for VW’s switch as well, although 
Vissa did not offer a comment on it. 

PREVIOUS FLIRTATIONS 

Volkswagen has directly partnered with MRF 
in India through its customer program in the 
Indian Rally Championship, as well as 
through private racing outfit Tiger Sports, 
which fielded a race-spec, 180bhp - same 


output as stated for the Vento Cup car - 
Vento in the Indian Touring Car 
Championship in 2013. 

Vissa stated that it is the intention of VW 
to have the Vento Cup race at all three of the 
race circuits currently used in India. 
However, the NRC has skipped racing at 
Greater Noida’s Buddh International Circuit 
entirely this year - a circuit that VW has had 
access to on account of their previous 
partnership with JK Tyre. 

VW will be keen to retain access to the 
facility, while continuing to race at 
Coimbatore’s Kari Motors Speedway and 
returning to the MMST - where it had not 
raced since JK Tyre’s championship stopped 
hosting a round there from 2013. 

As for JK Tyre themselves, their racing 
disciplines will have national 
championship status this year along with 
the MMSC run series. Using this as a hook 
could lead to them filling the void left by 
the departure of VW. EE3

T he new year started with a 

bang, especially for us Delhites 
- as we braced ourselves for the 
15-day odd-even vehicle trial. 
Like everyone, I too was sceptical over 
this scheme. But, once I saw fewer cars 
on the road, leading to an absolute 
absence of traffic jams, this made driving 
the S-Cross a lot more pleasurable - only 
on odd dates of course. Still, with a 
limited number of vehicles plying on the 
streets, I was never forced to fidget 
around with the gear lever in start-stop 
traffic - because there hardly was any. 
This was definitely a welcome change, as 
the clutch pedal is on the heavier side 
and can take a toll in slow traffic. 

With smooth, moving traffic, the S-Cross 
showed off its frugal drinking habit as it 
returned a respectable 16.4km/l. This is 
actually quite impressive for a vehicle that 


* 


weighs 1,740 kilograms. The secret to 
achieve such figures is the lack of braking 
every two minutes and no sitting 
stationary in packs of vehicles. 

Another feature of the S-Cross that I 
found very practical and useful was the 
flexible luggage space. I had some 
relatives over for New Year’s, and had to 
make a lot of trips to the airport. So, 
apart from the standard 375-litres of boot 
space, there were times when more space 
was required. But folding the entire 
second row would have meant no place 
for more than two people in the car. 
Luckily, the solution came in the form of 
the rear seats that spilt in a 60:40 ratio. 
This allowed two passengers to sit in the 
back and still accommodate the additional 
luggage. 

The S-Cross certainly is a Jack-of-all- 
trades. After all, how many crossovers

(quasi or otherwise) can rave 
about being cleverly spacious, fuel- 
efficient, and fun to drive? And now that 
Maruti has drastically reduced the price 
of the S-Cross it’s an even more attractive 
proposition. I just wish they had priced it 
at this level from the get-go! gn 
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I t’s no secret that the Duster did 
wonders for the fortunes of Renault 
in India. And having used the car for 
a few months now, it’s no surprise 
why the Duster clicked so well with 
Indian consumers. Despite it being 
powered by just a 1.5-litre diesel engine, 
the light weight of the car means that the 
HOPS version has more than adequate 
performance for our road conditions. 
However, the biggest selling point for the 
car, in my opinion at least, is the ride and 
handling - which is absolutely terrific. 

No matter what the road conditions are 
like, the Duster’s ride simply smothers 
road imperfections and delivers a ride 
that’s hard to beat. In fact, it’s even more 
fun on the highway - where the 
suspension seems to get even better at 
higher speeds, not to mention that the car 
is absolutely stable and poised even at 
three-digit speeds. On second thought, 
though, the engine could use a little more 


power - at higher speeds especially, the 
Duster does seem to run out of breath. 

But, there are two issues with the car 
that the company should look at 
seriously. One, the cushioning of the seats 
seems to be a bit lacking - my back starts 
hurting after spending more than two- 
three hours in the seat. Moreover, the 
seats are a bit flat and could use a bit 
more support in the lower back area - 
plus some additional side bolstering. But 
the biggest problem for the Duster is the 
age-old steering kickback issue. For some 
reason, the Duster’s steering rack doesn’t 
like road imperfections - especially when 
tackling curves - and has a rather 
aggressive kickback that can be a quite 
annoying on long drives. This gets worse 
in the hills, and can be quite a pain to 
handle - so that’s something which the 
manufacturer needs to look at urgently. 

Other than these two issues, it’s hard 
for me to find fault with the car. It’s a

T here’s a serious problem with the 
Baleno - it keeps getting nicked by 
the unlikeliest people! 

For starters, I nicked it from 
Kapil, who was meant to be the rightful 
owner (albeit temporarily) . Then it got 
whacked by a friend of mine who’s VW 
Passat was in the shop. He liked the car so 
much that he refused to give it back even 
when his Passat was returned to him a few 
days later (with a massive repair bill no 
doubt) . Once I finally got the Baleno back, it 
got nicked again - this time by my dad. The 
odd-even scheme got him (and many others) 
thinking about what could be a politically 
correct, fairly efficient, compact car that 
could be used on a daily basis without 
sacrificing comfort, refinement and reliability. 

Well, the Baleno ticks all the boxes - so- 
much-so that he wants to buy one. The 
trouble is he wants an automatic 
transmission, and the auto in the Baleno 
(which is a CVT) comes stripped of its 
leather steering wheel, HID & daytime 


running lights, alloy wheels, and, most 
importantly, touch-screen infotainment 
system with Apple CarPlay. And, at least 
for me, that’s a deal-breaker. 

Fortunately, at the forthcoming Auto 
Expo, Maruti is expected to launch a 
couple more interesting versions of the 
Baleno. For starters, it’ll come with the 
highly anticipated, brand new, 1.0 litre 
turbocharged petrol engine - named the 
Booster] et. Now, that’s a car that I’m really 
looking forward to driving - because, no 
matter how much I like caning the 1.2 -litre 
naturally aspirated motor, I would certainly 
prefer more power. My only complaint with 
the Baleno, after all, is a slight lack in grunt. 

In the process of cars shifting hands so 
often, we requested Maruti to send us the 
CVT as well for a couple of days so that 
we could try it - and, apart from the 
missing items mentioned above, I found 
the steering setup in the car to be different 
from all the manual gearbox Balenos I’ve 
driven so far. Now I can’t imagine why 
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Maruti would engineer the EPS 
differently for the two transmissions, but I 
found the feedback from the steering in 
the automatic Baleno to be rubbery and 
strange when compared with the direct 
and clean feedback of our long-term car 
(and all the others we’ve tested). Perhaps 
it was that particular car for some reason! 

That apart, I continue to genuinely love 
the Baleno for daily use. And I think I’m 
going to find it very hard to drive any car 
without CarPlay from now on... gjg

I M m out on the open road, the 
m Nano’s speedometer needle is 
hovering around the lOOkm/h 
mark. The needle then reached 
llOkm/h and stayed there - then, all of a 
sudden, and rather violently, the limiter 
kicked in, cut the throttle, and brought 
the needle back to lOOkm/h! 

That was a rather strange experience 
indeed, as my first reaction was that 
something had gone wrong. It’s fine to limit 
the speed of a car of this nature, but a more 
gradual limiter would really be appreciated. 

Nevertheless, the good part is that the 
Nano doesn’t feel out of place on the 
highways as it handles decently at high 
speeds and its easy-to-drive nature makes 
the journey quite relaxed. And we still feel 
that the brakes need to be more effective 
and the pedal needs to have a more linear 
travel and provide better feel. 


Other than this, it’s been pretty 
much smooth sailing with the Nano 
in the month gone by. Apart from the 
USB port for the stereo, which has 
nearly stopped working, everything 
else is in good shape. So, while I really 
miss playing my own music on the go, 
at least the radio still works. I’ve also 
found a clever way of placing my 
smartphone in the glove box ahead of 
the steering wheel. This gives me a clear 
view at the phone when I’m using 
navigation while driving. 

This is our final long-term report for the 
Nano AMT, and while it may have its 
shortcomings, you simply can’t ignore the 
value proposition of India’s most affordable 
automatic car - and one that’s reasonably 
well equipped for its segment. If only its 
real world fuel efficiency were better... 

The other day, I went to a friend’s place 
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and there was no parking available, 
except for a somewhat narrow gap 
between two cars. Of course, with the 
Nano’s petite proportions, it was no 
problem at all to squeeze into the tightest 
parking spots. Now where am I going to 
park once the Nano’s gone? gQ

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T he Mahindra Mojo came to my 
rescue during the odd-even trial 
held in Delhi in the first half of 
January. At first, the bike 
managed to sweep me off my feet. Sure, 
the motorcycle could have been better in 
many different ways, but then what’s ever 
perfect in life? For me, a comfortable 
riding stance is a must - and the Mojo 
ticked this box instantly. Actually, its 
straight, yet comfortable, sitting posture 
makes you feel like you’re on a big bike - 
and that does actually give you a bit of an 
ego boost. 

Since the Mojo is more of a tourer, the 
nature of the 295cc liquid-cooled engine 
is quite mellow - let’s just say that it 
never hurries you. The linear response 
gives way to some serious juice once it 
hits the 5,000rpm mark. With 26.8bhp, 


we would have expected more lively 
acceleration. Also, the Mojo has some 
slightly weightier issues - more 
specifically, at 165 kilograms, it weighs 
more than its competition. 

Now I’ve been riding the Mojo for 
almost a month, and have realised that 
this bike has a Dr Jekyll and Mr Hyde 
syndrome! It has a commuter-friendly 
stance, but after extended periods of 
riding, it tends to become more-and-more 
uncomfortable. Even when it comes to 
handling, it’s a bit of a double-edged 
sword. It gets Pirelli Diablo Rossi II tyres 
that provide amazing grip and give you 
the confidence to sweep through corners, 
but the chassis refuses to play along. So, 
the best thing to do is take it easy in the 
turns. Its stopping capability, though, is 
impressive thanks to 320mm front discs 


and a 240mm disc at the rear. 

All told, though, the Mojo is quite a 
crowd puller with its chunky and brawny 
design. I was stopped many times and 
asked what bike I was on. Most were 
impressed by Mahindra’s efforts, but let’s 
see how it performs in the market... gn 
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I still remember the last Auto Expo, 
when I first laid eyes on the then 
concept Yamaha R25. It looked 
brilliant, and I was in awe. And I 
remember saying to myself that if Yamaha 
launched this bike in India I would 
definitely buy it. Well, they may not have 
brought the R25 to our shores, but they 
did bring something even better - the R3! 
This bike is proper fun, and it looks 
brilliant. It’s such an awesome bike that it 
was unanimously crowned the ‘Indian 
Motorcycle of the Year 2016/ and of 
course, it won our ‘Best of 2015’ awards 
as well. However, although a phenomenal 
machine, I think the bike is priced a little 
high - especially since it doesn’t even 
come with the option of ABS. I knew I 
wouldn’t be able to afford the bike within 
my budget, and so my dreams of owning 
one slowly melted away. 

But life does have a strange way of 
sorting things out and surprising you, so 
when I got the call from Yamaha about 


keeping the R3 as a long-term vehicle 
I was very happy. The Yamaha R3 is 
definitely worthy of being called the 
best motorcycle in India. Even though 
we rode it just briefly when it was first 
launched, we knew that it was a 
sensational product. And now that I’ve 
been riding it around the city for a 
couple of days. I’ve been getting more 
than my usual daily dose of fun. 

However, I must point out that when I 
first got the bike there was an issue with 
the electric starter - and it was deeply 
frustrating to have the R3 sitting in my 
driveway and not being able to start it. 
Luckily, the guys from Yamaha came over 
and solved the problem, which turned out 
to be an issue with a fuse and some 
portion of the wiring - they haven’t fully 
explained to me, and I doubt they ever 
will. But the bike is fixed, and it now 
starts with no problem at all. 

I’ve covered just 200 kilometers this 
month, so as of now there’s nothing major

to report. The bike is simply fun to ride 
and very comfortable in the city. 

Commuting back-and-forth to the office and 
back has been excellent - as it’s light and 
easy to handle in traffic. The brakes do the 
job just fine, but I really feel that not 
having ABS is a crime - and Yamaha should 
definitely plan to include it in an updated 
version. But, other than that, everything’s 
just brilliant. Stay tuned next month, as I 
bring you a more in depth report once I’ve

F or a while now I've 
been wanting to get 
the Mo to G. I have 
heard great things 
about the phone since 
the first generation 
came out in 2013. Then the second 
generation came out and it was said 
to be even better, but I still didn't buy 
it mainly because I wasn't sure if it 
was worth it or not. I was still happy 
with my Lenovo and didn't feel like I 
needed to upgrade. But now after 
years of being very interested in the 
Moto G, I have finally gotten my 
hands on it. However, though the 
third generation is now available, I 
somehow managed to get my hands 
on the latest version - the Moto G 
Turbo Edition. 

I have to admit that I have never 
worked with the Moto G before, so if 
you are an owner, or if you were an 
owner of the Moto G, please don't 
hold any biased opinions towards this 
review. I have already been told that the 
third edition Moto G was one of the best in 
its segment so I had high expectations 
when I got the Turbo Edition, and I can 
happily say that I wasn't disappointed. 

Firstly, the overall design is great. The 
phone is light and fits well in your hand 
and feels good too. The quality seems very 
good, and in the Turbo Edition there are 
actually no changes to the design, it looks 
exactly as the previous Moto G. 

What I really liked about the Moto G 
Turbo Edition is the screen. The phone is 
equipped with a 5-inch IPS LCD capacitive 
touchscreen with 16M colors and has a 
resolution of 720 x 1280 pixels. The quality 
of pictures and videos on the screen is very 


good and everything seems crystal clear. 

The phone runs on the new Android OS, 
v5.1.1, also known as Lollipop, and there is 
also a planned upgrade to v6.0, which is 
the Marshmallow platform. This platform 
runs on the Qualcomm MSM8939 
Snapdragon 615 chipset and it seems that 
the operating speed is very good. Like the 
third gen Moto G, it comes with 16GB of 
internal memory storage and 2 GB RAM, 
but its also got a micro SD slot, which 
expands storage up to 32GB. The current 
OS works really well and the processing 
time is very fast. However, I must point out 
that there were a few things I didn't like 
about the OS, such as the drop down menu, 
which doesn't give you the option to 
disable your data connection, and also 


seems to be missing a few other 
important apps needed controls. 
Other than that everything is is easy 
to control and manage. 

The camera, although a 13MP, 
doesn't take the best pictures, but it 
does come with great features such 
as geo-tagging, touch focus, face 
detection, panorama, auto-HDR, and 
the flash is also very powerful. Video 
quality on the other hand is great 
and is captured in 1080p@30fps. 

One of the most important features 
of the phone is fast battery charging, 
and its very helpful, especially since 
the battery life isn't the greatest at 
2470mAh. Other phones have at least 
3000mAh, but with fast charging you 
can charge the battery to nearly full 
in about an hour. 

Other great features are of course 
the norm in the segment now, such as 
Bluetooth, WiFi, hotspot, microUSB 
v2.0, radio, GPS, and document 
viewer. 

Overall, it's a great phone in this price 
segment. The OS is fantastic, the screen is 
great and the design is very nice and 
comfortable, however if you love taking 
pictures you might not be too happy. .

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A pproximately 384,000 kilometres 

from us resides a small star that we 
see in the night sky every evening. 
We earthlings call it The Moon.’ 
This lonely star that orbits around us every 
day, littered with the silence of the enormity of 
space, is one that we’ve claimed as our own. 
It’s become a prize of sorts! So much so that 
we don’t want to just admire it, but we want 
to set foot on it - just to demonstrate the 
power and audacity of the human species. 

The moon is our only natural satellite, and 
we humans are so fascinated with it that we 
went there just because... we could. Many 
astronauts walked on its surface, and a few 
of them even drove a lunar buggy for about 
90 kilometres. Since then, the United States, 
Russia, and even China, have made rovers to 
explore the surface of the moon - looking 
for clues of signs of life. The Rovers that 
followed were either programmed to carry 
out specific tasks, or were controlled 
remotely from Earth. Unfortunately, none of 
them ever made it back. They lie there on 
the surface gathering moon dust. 


Well, Audi recently announced that 
they’ve entered the Google Lunar XPrize 
challenge to build a lunar rover in 
collaboration with a group of scientists from 
Berlin who call themselves ‘Part-Time 
Scientists’ to chart ‘a mission to the moon.’ 
To win, a team must be at least 90-percent 
privately financed, and transport an 
automated vehicle to the moon. The rover 
must drive at least one-and-a-half kilometres 
on the moon’s surface and transmit high- 
resolution images and video footage back to 
Earth. By the end of 2017, the ‘Audi Lunar 
Quattro’ must be transported to its slated 
Russian launch site for a 5 -day long journey 
to a landing spot not far from that of Apollo 
17 - the final manned US lunar mission. 

Many of the rover’s components are made 
of high-strength aluminium, and it weighs 
just 35 kilograms. In continued 
development, its weight will be further 
reduced by the use of magnesium - even 
though the vehicle might grow somewhat in 
size. A swivelling solar panel captures 
sunlight, and the electricity it generates is 


fed to a lithium-ion battery that powers the 
four wheel-hub motors. All four of its wheels 
can be rotated 360-degrees. 

The first aim is to secure the prize money of 
$30 million. Audi will impart their knowledge 
and expertise in lightweight design, technical 
know-how, and their expertise in the Quattro 
permanent all-wheel drive system and 
electrical e-tron drive system. The prototype of 
the rover has already been awarded with 
accolades that’ll help them with their budget. 

If the Audi Lunar Quattro actually makes it 
onto the surface of the moon, perhaps it’ll run 
into the US lunar buggy that’s been left 
untouched since 1972. Well, we think it’s 
remained untouched. . . S3
